(5) Ante mare before the sea et terras ana the earth, 
et coelum awtS. the heaven which tegit covers omnia 
all things, erat there was umes vultus one appearance 
in lulo orbe in the whole orb natitrcB of nature, (jvem 
which dixere they called Chaos Chaos, rudis a rude 
indigeslaipie moles and undigested mass ; nee quietpuam 
and nothing nisi hut pondus iners a sluggish load, semi- 
naque dkcordia and the discordant seeds rerum of 
things non hene jmicturum not well joined congesia 
heaped up together eodem in the same place. Nvlha 
ilitan no sun udliiie as yet preebehat furnished lumina 
light viundo to the world ; nec Phoebe nor did the moon 
reparahut repair nova ccrraai her new horns crescendo 
by increasing.; nec nor tellus did the earth pendtebat 
hang in acre circumfuso in tlie air spread round it librata 
balanced sitis ponderibus hy its own weights ; nec nor 
Anqilutrite had the sea perrexerat stretched brachia its 
arms longo margine through the long margin terramm 
Ilf the land : quaque and where teUus the earth/t;ii was 
illic there [was] ei cAsu ponius sea et aer and air : sis 
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thus tellus the earth erat was instaUlis unsteady, unda 
the water imiahilis not to be swum in, aer the aix egem 
destitute luck of light: stiaforma its own form mane~ 
bat remained mdii to nothing, aliiuUque and one thing 
ohstaliaf ri'ade opposition aliis toothers; gr.ii because 
in uno corpore in one body frigida cold Wda^^pugnahani 
conflicted calidis with warm, humentia moist sicc.is with 
dry, mollia soft cum duris with hard, hahentia things 
XvAv'mg'pondus \vm^\\tsinepondere [with things] without 
weight. Dens God et 7fielior Natura and a better 
Nature diremit broke off banc litem this strife. Dam 
for ahscidit he cut off terras the lands ccelo from the 
sky, et yndas and the waters terris from the lauds, et 
secrcvit and separated Uquidiim ccelmn the liquid sky 
ah spisso acre from the gross air. Quae xdmcXtpostquam 
when evolvit he had disengaged eoeemitqtie and extri¬ 
cated CISCO acervo from the blind heap, ligavit he hound 
dissociata disjoined locis in their places concordi pace 
in concordant peace. Ignea vis the fiery force cceli of 
the heaven convex convex et and sine pondere without 
weight emicuit shot forth legitque and chose sibi for 
itself locum a place in summa arce in the highest citadel. 
Aer the air est is proximns the next illi to it levitate in 
lightness locoque and in place. Tellus the earth densior 
[was denser] his than these, fraxilqtte and drew with 
it grandia elementa tlie gross elements, et and pressa est 
was pressed gravitate by the gravity siii of itself. Humor 
water circumfhms flowing round possedit possessed 
ultima the last places, coercuitque and bound together 
solidum orhem the solid globe. 

(S) Vhi when {quisquis whoever deorum of the gods 
ille he fiiit was, secuit he had divided conqeri- 
em the heap sic thus dispositam arranged, redegit- 
que and had reduced it sectam divided in memhra into 
members ; prhicipiom the first placeglomeravil he col¬ 
lected terrain the land in speciem into the form magni 
orhis of a great globe, ne lest foret it might he non 
eequalis not equal ah omni parte in every part. 'Turn 
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jussit lie ordered freta the seas diffundi to be poured 
abroad, ttmiescereque and to swell rapidis ventis with 
the rapid winds et and circamdare to surround litora 
the shores atnbito! ierrtB of the compassed earth. 
Addidii lie added et also/antes fountains, immensaque 
stayna and immense pools lacusque and lakes ; cinxit-

Ilis over these 
imminet hang.s aer the air, qiii which est is tanto by so 
m ch onerosior heavier iyni than fire quanto as pondus 
the weight aqua of water est is levins lighter poiidere- 
than the weight terra of earth, lllic there et also 
jussit he commanded nebtdas vapours illic there nuhes 
clouds consistere to settle, et and Lonitrua thunder* 
oiDiura that would stir up humanas nientes liuma- 
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minds, e< and: cum fidminibm with thunderbolts ventm 
•winds facientes Ciuisiiig frigvra cold. His by these 
quoque also fabricator the maker niutidi of the world 
non pennisit did not permit aera the air passim every 
where hahendum to be held. iVh(Hc[even]now vix with 
difficulty obsistitur is resistance made Mis to them quin 
but that luyiient they tear in pieces mundum the world, 
quum since quisqtie each regal directs sua flamina his 
own blasts diverso tractii in a different tract: ianta so 
great est is discordia the discordfratriim of the brothers. 
Mums Eurus reccssit retired ad Muroram to Aurora 
Nabalceaque regna and the Mabatman kingdom.s, Per- 
sidaqne and I’ersis, etjiiga and the heights suhdita lying 
under matutinis radiis the morning rays. Vesper the 
evening star, et litora and the shores quee which tepes- 
cunt are wanned occiduo sole by the setting sun, sunt are 
proximo nearest Zephyro to the Zephyr : horrifer Bor¬ 
eas the freezingBoreas invasil invaded Scylkiam Scythia 
septentrionemque and the north : contraria telius the 
opposite land madescit grows wet ab assiduis niibibus 
by constant clouds pluvioque Austro tuid rainy Auster. 
Super hate over these imposuil he placed aithera the 
tether, liquidum liquid ct and carenfem void oigravitate 
weight, nec hahentem and not having quicquam aught 
terreno! feeds of earthy dregs. 

[GO] Vix scarcely ita elissepserat had he separated 
thus omnia all things certis Umitibus within certain 
limits, quum when sidera the stars, quee which latuere 
lay hid diu a long timepressa kept down sub ilia massa 
under that mass, caeperunt began effervesccre to blaze 
out toto ccbIo in the whole sky. iVetjand lest ulla regio 
any region/oret might be orba destitute of suis ani- 
mantibus its orvn animals, astra stars formeeque and 
the forms deorum of Gods tenent hold cexleste solum 
the celestial floor; emda; the waters cesserunt gave way 
habitandes to he inhabited nitidis piscibiis by glittering 
fishes; terra the land cepit received feras wild beasts, 
agitabilis acr the moving air volucres birds. Animal 
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Mn asimal mnctim more sacred his than these, capacius^ 
quc and more capable altec mentis of a lofty mind, et 
and quod whicl'j posset might be able domiuari to rule 
hi catera over tim rest, adhuc deerat was still wan- 
ting. Homo man natus est was born; she whether 
'die opifex that maker rerum of all things origo the 
origin mdiorh nrundi of abetter world,/eezY made htinc 
him dhhio semine from divine seed ; she or Tellus 
earth recens still new nuperque andlately seductaievcrcii 
ah alto (Bthere from the lofty zether, retinebat retained 
semina seeds cognati coeli of the kindred sky ; quam 
which [earth]?n?>ifflm \xi\xedi fluvialihus undis \vhi\\ river 
waters, satus the son of Iupetus/w,ri7 fashioned 

”do the image deoriim of tlie Gods moder- 
aniiim who control cuucla all things. Qniimque and 
whereas ca'lera ctinmalia the other animals, proua 
groveling spectent look on terram the ground, dedit he 
gave homhii to man sublime os a lofty aspect jitssilqiie 
ami ordered Itim tueri to view ccelutnXh^ sky et tollere 
and to raise ereefos vidlus his uplifted looks adsulera-to 
the stars. Sic tlnis tellus the earth quee which 
had been modo pxst now rudis rude et and sine iniagme 
withoxit shape, conversa being clianged hduit put on 
ignotas figuras the uitknown figures homhmm of men 
[89J Aurea ad.as the golden age sata est was born 
prhua first giue which nuUo vhidtce with no avenger co/c- 
Oat cultiydledfidem faitli reehimque and right, spontc 
by its own free will she lege without law. Poena punisli- 
idowt metusque and fear were absent: ‘iicc nor 

minacia verba were threatening words legehantur read 
(tre on brassy/a’o fixed iipj nec nor siqyplex turba did 
the suppliant multitude thnebant fear ora the looks sui 
jiidicis of their judge; sedhwterant they weresaT 
sine vhidice without an avenger, Finns the pine cee ja 
felled nondum descenderat had not yet descended snis 
montihns from its mountains in liquidas nndas into the 
liquid waves, ut that viseip’f it might visit peregrinnvt 
orbem a foreign world ; morlalesqne and mortals norani 
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knew nulla litora no ^\\oYesprcBter siia except their own. 
Pra^cip'Ues fo)isa yawning ditches nondum cuujehani did 
not yet encompass oppida towns; non eraut there 
were not tuha the trumpet directi of straight non cor¬ 
nua nor hornsof bended brass, non galece nor 
helmets non ensts nor sword : gentes the nations se- 
rurce mGWXQ peragehant spent oti a soft leisure sine 

usa without the use militis of the soldier. Tellus the 
earth ipsa itself quoqiie also, immvnis free, intaciaque 
and untouched rastro by the harrow nec saucia nor 
wounded tdlis vomerihus by any plough shares, dabai 
gave omnia all things per se of itself. Contoitiquc 
and content cihis with victuals produced nullono 

one cogenie compelling them, legehant they culled 
urbuteos foetus arbutus fruits, montanaqiie fruga and 
mountain strawberries cornaque and cornels, et mora 
and blackberries hcerentia sticking in duris rubetii 
on harsh brambles, et glandes and acorns quee which 
deciderant had fallen patxda arbore from the spread¬ 
ing tree Jocis of Jupiter. Erat there was ceternum 
ver an everlasting s\mng; qdacidique Zephyri and 
gentle zephyrs mtilcehmit fanned tepenlihus anris with 
warm breezes/Zor^i* tlie flowers naios born sine scminc 
without seed. Mox soon eiiam also tellus tlie earth 
inarata unploughedyb'c’Z'a/ fruges fruits nec reno- 
vatus and with no renovation ager the field canehaf 
whitened gravidls aristis with heavy ears [of corn]. 
Jam now flujuina rivers lactis of milky«w x^uw fltuniua 
rivers nectaris of nectar ibant were running, fiavaqui 
nt.ella and yellow honies stdluhant distilled de viridi 
nice from the verdant holm oak, 

\\\\y]Postquam when Saturno Saturn misso being cast 
in tenebrosa Tarlara into dark Tartarus, niundus the 
world erat wiX'&suh Joce under Jove; urgenteaque proles 
and a silver race subiit succeeded detcrior worse auro 
than pretiosior more precious an'c than taw¬ 
ny brass, Jupiter Jupiter contraxit contracted lempora 
the times antiqui veris of the aiitient spring exegilque 
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and drew out annam ,thc year qiiatiiur qmUis in four 
spaces per hyemes by winters eestusque and sunimcrs, 
et himauales autumnos and unequal autumns, et breve 
ver and a short spring. Turn then pnmum firs aer the 
air cmiduif glowed, ustm scorched siccis J^ervonbus with 
dry lieats, et and glades ice pepencUt hung adsLneta 
bound up venth by the winds. Tnm then pnmum 
first subiere they entered domos houses ; atilra caves, 
el densi frutkes and thick shrubs, et virgee and twigs, 
vhieUe bound eorlice with bark/«6')'KK« weredomus then 
houses. Turn then priiimm first_ semma Cereaha tlie 
seeds olCeresobnUusunt were buried sulcis in long 
furrows, juvendque and bullocks gemuere bellowed 
pressi pressed jugo by the yoke. Tertia third lUas 
after tliose ahenea proles a brazen race sweemti suc¬ 
ceeded, sceviur more cruel myoni.!.' ni dispositions, et 
promptior and more prompt ad horrida arma to horrid 
arms ; nec tamen and yet not scelerata proihgate. 
ma the last est is de duroferro of hm-d iron. I rotimis 
immediately omne nefas every impiety urumpit bursts 
m aivum into the agepejoris vena; of worse vein : pndor 
modesty, verimqiie and U-ath, fidesque and fai 
fled : in locum into tlic place quorum of winch subterc 
entered fraudesque both frauds, dohque and deceits, 
insidieeque and treacheries, et vis and violence, 
ratus amor and the wicked love hahendi of h.u mg. 1 
vita the mariner dabat gave vela sails venhs to the wim s, 
nec adhuc nor as yet bene noverat did he well know illos 
them. CarincEque and keels, (jtcce wliicb diu long ste~ 
teraiit had stood in altis montibus on the high moun¬ 
tains, iasuffocerc bounded on ignohs jluclibus unknown 
billows. Cautusque mensor und the cautious meabUiei 
signavit marked out longo limite with a long 
hummn the ground, commaaem common ;n btioi 
ceu lamina as the light salts of tlie sun ct tiuias and as 
the air. Nec nor dives humus was the rich ground pos- 
cebatur asked [to give] segeles crops f 

mmia and due nourishment tantum only, sed but ttum 
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est meu went in viscera into the bowels terra of the 
earth ; opesque and riches, irritalnenta the incentives 
malorum of evils, quas which recotidideral it had hidden 
admoveratqiie and moved close Stygiis umbris to the 
Stygian shades, cffodiuntur are dug out. Jamqite and 
now nocens ferrum hurtful iron, aurumque and gold 
nocentim more hurtful ferro than iron, prodierat had 
come forth : helium war prodit comes forth, quod which 
pugnal fights idroque with both, concutitque and shakes 
together crepilantia anna rattling arms sanguinca manu 
with bloody hand, Vivitur life is kept up exrapto by 
rapinc. Hospes the guest non tutus is not safe ah lios- 
pite from his host, non socer nor the father-in-law a 
genera from his son-in-law : gratia the \oyefratrmn of 
brothers quoqiie also est rara is rare, Vir the husband 
imminet watches for exitio the destruction C07tjiigis of 
his spottse, ilia she niariti for that of her husband : te7‘~ 
rihiles novercce direful step-mothers miseent mingle 
hcrida aconita lurid poisons: filius the son inqiiiritm- 
quires in palrios amios into his father’s years a.ute diem 
before the day. Pietas pietyjocef. lies vieta vanquished : 
el virgo and the virgin Astrrea Astrea, ultima last cceles- 
turn of the celestials, reliquit left ten-as the earth ma- 
dentes reeking cade with slaughter. 

[l,ol] Neee and lest arduiis atker the high fether 
foret might be securior more secure terris than earth, 
ferunt they record Gigantas that the Giants affectasse 
aspired to cceleste regnutn the celestial kingdom, sfrux- 
isseque and built up montes mountains congeslos heaped 
together ad alia sidera to the loity stars. Jam then 
omnipolens pater the omnipotent father broke 

through Olyinpum Oiympuamissofaltnh/c with his hurled 
thunderbolt, etexcussil and shook off Ossam Ossa Pelio 
from Pelion 67(lycc7.o placed under it. Qun/n when dira 
corpora their dreadful bodieswere lying ohruta 
overwhelmed sna mole by their own mass./iovo?/ they 
tell terrain that the earth, perfasam sju inkh d mulln san- 
fuine with much blood naloram of her ehihb'en, iinma- 
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dimse grew moist, animasseque and animated caZrfwm 
cruorem the warm gore: et and ne \est-nuUa monumenta 
no monumentsof the savage race manerent 
should remain, vertisse converted it infaciem into the 
form liominum of men. Sed but et ilia propago that 
])rogeny also /hit was cmitemtrix a scorner Swperum of 
the gods above nvidissimaque and most greedy sisvce 
ccedis of fierce slaughter, et violenta and violent. Scires 
you would know' natos that they were .sprung e sanguine 
from blood. 

[1G3.] Qu(e which ut when Salurnius pater the Sa¬ 
turnian father vidit saw summa arce from his highest 
citadel, ingeimt he groans; et and ref evens recollecting 
fceda convivia the foul banquets Lycaonia: mcnsa; of the 
Lycaonian table, nondum vulgata not as yet divulged, 
facto recenii the fact being recent, concipit he conceives 
animo in his soul irae anger mgentes unbouiided et dignat 
and worthy of Jme Jove; vocaUjue and calls coneilkim 
a council. Ntdla mora no delay iennit detained vocatos 
those called. Est there is sublimis via a sublime way, 
manifesta conspicuous sereno ccelo in tiie serene sky : 
hahet it has nomen the name Lactea the milky [way] : 
notabilis remarkable ipso candore by its very whiteness. 
Hae by this est is iter the road Superts for the gods above 
ad tecta to the roofs regalemque domumawA regal dome 
magni Tonantis of the great Thunderer. Atria the 
halls nobilium Deoram of the noble gods celebrantur 
are frequented apertis valvis with open folding doors 
dextra on the right hand leevaque and the left: plebs 
the commonalty habitant dwell diversa diverse locis in 
their places. A froiite in front potentes the pow'erful 
clarique coelicolm and illustrious inhabitants of heaven 
posuere have placed suos penales their habitations. Hie 
this est is locus tlie place quern which, si if audaeia 
boldness deiur be granted verbis to my w'ords, hand 
limeam 1 should not fear dixisse to have pronounced 
palatia the palace magni Cceli of great Heaven. Ergo 
therefore ubi when Suptri the gods above sedere had 
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sat down marmoreo reccssu in the marble recess, ipst 
he himself celsior higher loco in place innixusque and 
leaning ehurno scepiro on his ivory sceptre, concussii 
shook terque both thrice quaterque and four times ter- 
rificam caisariem the awful haircff^j^is of his head, cum 
qua with which movit he moved terram the land, mare 
the sea, sidera and the stars. hide after this solvit he 
opens indignaiitia ova his indignant lips talibus modis in 
such manner. “ Ego I non fui was not magis anxius 
more anxious pro regno for the kingdom mundi of the 
woild ilia tcmqieslaiein that season, qua in which qvis~ 
que each Anguvpedum of the dragon-footed [giants] 
parahat was preparing injicere to cast centum brachia 
his hundred arms caplivo ccelo on the captured sky. 
Nam for, quanquam although Itosiis the enemy erat was 
ferus savage, tamen yet illtid bellumMint tvar pendehat 
depended ab uno corpore on one body, et and ex una 
origine from one origin. Nunc now mortale genus 
the mortal race i^erdendum is to be destroyed miht by 
me, qua where Nereus Nereus circtmdonat thunders 
around totum orhem the whole globe. Juro I swear 
per flumina in^era by the rivers beneath, lahentia glid¬ 
ing suh terras under the earth Stygio kico in the Sty- 
gian glove, ciiucia (liat all things ieniata have been 
tried first: sed hut ivimedieabile vnhms that the 
incurable wound recidendim is to be cut off cnse by the 
sword, ne lest smcera pars the sound part trahatur 
be drawn with it. Smit there are mihi to me Semidei 
demi-gods, su7it there are rustica nuniina rustic deities, 
Fauni Fauns, et Nymqylim and Nymphs, Satyrique and 
Satyrs et Sylvani and Sylvans TOo/^^^co/^a?livingon moun¬ 
tains quos whom quoniam since nondum dignamur we dc 
not yet think worthy honore of the lionour cceli of the. 
sky, certe surely 5m«?Bwswemay perm.it hahiiare to in¬ 
habit terras the earth quas which dedimus we have given. 

creditis^o ye believe, O SuperiO gods above, zY/ostbai 
tney/ore will sufficiently safe, quum when 

Lycaon Lycaon notus noteA feritate for ferocity, strux^ 
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erii iiHs laid iiisidiris snares 7nihi for me, qui who habeo- 
(jiii! both have regotjite and \-\\\e jubne^i the lightning, 
ijtu w ho [rule] vos jmu? Onmes all coiifi'eimtere mur- 
ninved together, (ieposcmitqve and demand ardentibus 
shidiis with ardent zeal the man who dared talia 

siich things. Sic thus qmmi when impia ntmnts an im- 
j)ii!us band s/evH raged extinguerc to extinguish Roma- 
mnn iiojiiaii the Roman name Ccesareo sangiime by the 
blood of C^sar, 1mmamnngenus the human race attoni- 
liim esi was astonished svbito terrm-e by sudden terror 
laiitie 7-nhxee of so great a crash, totusque orhis and the 
whole globe perhori-uit shuddered. Nec nor juit was 
pietus the piety tuorum of tl\y people, Auguste O Au¬ 
gustus ! minus gruta less grateful tibi to thee quam than 
iUa that Joxn to .love. Qui wdio poslqiiam when conx- 
pressit he had checked xmmnura the noise voce with 
voice mmiuque and hand, c.mxcli all fenuere kept silentia 
silence, lit when clamor the shout qiresstis repressed 
gravitate by the authority regciilis of the ruler substitit 
was stilled, Jupiter Jupiter rmiiqjk breaks silentia silence 
iterum again hoc sermone with this discourse: “ Tile 
quidem he indeed, dimittite dismiss curam your care, 
solvit has paid^canns the penalty : tamexi nevertheless 
docebo I will inform you quodvihoX admissum was done, 
quie what sit is vindicta the vengeance. Infamia the

infamia the evil report ipsa itself fcit was minor less 
vero than the truth. TranAeram 1 had passed Mcenala 
Maenalus horrenda to be dreaded latebris for its dens 
ferarmn of wild beasts, ef and the pine groves 

gelidi Lyccvi of icy Lycseus cuixi {’ylleni with Cyllenus. 
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Hine hence ingredior I enter sides the seats et inhospita 
tecta and inhospitable abodes Arcades lyrmiiu oi the 
Arcadian tyrant, quum when sera rreimsciHii the late 
twilights traherent were drawing on noclem tlie mgUt. 
Dedi 1 gave s'.gna signs Deum that a (lod vemsse had 
come ■ riilqusnue and the crowd cceperat had begun 
precari to pray. Prmio at first Lycaon Lycaon irndei 
derides put vola their pious vows. Max presently ait 
he savs, ‘ Expermr I will try, uperto disermine ^iy an 
oLn'criterion, hie whether this sit be deus a god an ox 
lortalis a mortal; nee nor veriim shall the truth ertt be 
dnbitaUle doubtful.’

Hate 
experkntia this trial veri of the Uwlh placet seems good 
illi to him. Nec contentus and not content eo with that, 
resohit he opens mucroiie with his sviOxA jugnlum the 
throat nnins of one man obsidis a hostage 7mssi sent de 
Molossa genie from the Molossian nation: atque and

ill boiling water semineces artus the hall-dead limbs, 
Zrtim partly tornM roasted tliem tgm with fire sub- 
iecto iilLed 'under.

overturned tecUi.ihe roof %n penales on lus boiuehold

Pi'olimis immediately claudil he encloses in JEoliis 
antris in jEolian caves ylymloiiem the north wind el 
and qumeunque flamina whatsoever blastsput to 
flight inductas miles the over-cast cloud.s; emiUilque 
and ho sends forth Notim the South wind. Nuliis the 
South wind evolat flies forth madidis alls on tnoist 
wings, teclus covered terribilem vullmn as to his terrible 
aspect picea caligine with pitchy darkness.

Diimque and 
whilst Phaethon Phaeton magnanimus with soul 
elate miratur admires ea those things perspicitque 
and 3urvejrs_ opus the workmanship ; ecce lo! vigil 
aurora the vigilant Aurora potc/ecii threw o-gen pur¬ 
pureas fores the purple doors et atria and the halls 
plena full rosarum of roses ruiilo ah ortu, from the 
ruddy east: sUTUb the stars diffugiunt flee asunder :

Nec nov flumina 
do the rivers snrtita that have obtained by allotment 
ripas banks, distanies wide apart loco in their place, 
manent remain tuta safe; Tanais Tanais fmnavit 
smoked mediis in undis in the midst of the waters,

Nepiunus Neptune ier thrice aususcsf dared exserere 
to put forth brachia bis arms aquis from the wateri 
cum iorvo vultu W'ith grim look: ter thrice non tulit 
he could not bear <estu» the heat aeris of the air. 
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Alma.tamen Tullus the benignant Earth howeTer,ai 
as eraf, sJie was cirewndata surrounded ponto by the 
sea, inter aquas amid the waters pelagi of the iiood, 
fonlesqiie and the fountains corUractos contracted 
undique on all sides, qui which condiderant had bu¬ 
ried se themselves uiscera into the bowels i’pucas

that all things interitura will perish faio gravi by a 
terrible fate, nisi unless ferat lie brings 'opcm aid, 
petit makes tor summam arcem the highest summit

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ducere to bring mibes the clouds latis terris over the 
wide earth ; unde whence movct he rouses ionitrns

Jlqui 
the horses consternantar are in consternation, et&nA 
saltu, by a honnA facto made in. contraria in a con¬ 
trary direction exculinnt shake free colla their nechs 
jugo from the yoke, relinquunlqiiea,riA\e&re lora the 
reins abrupta broken, fllic in one place jacent lie 
frena the reins, illic in another axis the axle reml- 
sus torn te-mone from the pole; in kaa parte on one 
side radii are the spokes fractarum rotarum of the 
broken wheels j vestigiaque and the traces laceri' 
currus of the tattered chariot sparsa sunt are scat¬ 
tered late far and wide.

a thick elm quid w'hat facerent they were doing. 
Dum two of them sinefraude without fraud tuentttT, 
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keep commissa what was entrusted to them, Pan- 
dfosos Pandrosoa atgtte Herse and Herse. Aglauros 
Aglanros una alone vocat calls soiwes her sisters 
timidos timid ; diduciique and undoes manu n il.h 
her hand nodus the knots ; at hntinlus within vident 
they see i)ifiintemqiie hot\\ a baby drcwonemque and 
a dragon apporrectian sti-etehed alongside, lirfcro 
I relate dca; to the goddess acta the thing.s done : 
pro quo for which talk gratia such gratitude redditur 
is repaid mihi. to me ut Ihatrfiear I am sa.\A pulsa to 
be expelled tutela. from the patronage Allnerno: of 
Minerva, et '.xuAponar am placed post uvem after the 
bird voctis of night. Mca pmna my punishment 
potest^ i.s able admunuksetohsac admonished volua-cs 
the birds, ne queerant not to seek pericula perils voce 
by talking. At but, puto I belieye, petiit me she 
sought me non ultra not of my own free will nec nor 
rogantem asking tale quicquam any such thing: licet 
]t is allowed you qweo-as to ask hoc this a Pallade 
from Pallas ; <7«amnisalthougli es< she is irafa angry 
irata she angry non negabit will not deny hoc this. 
Nam for Coroneus clarus the illnstrious Coroneus 
(loquor I speak nota things known genuit begat me 
me Phocaica telluTe in the land of Phocis, eqoque 
and I fueram had been regia viigo a royal virgin 
peteharque and I was courted divitihus prods by rich 
suitors —ne me contemne despise me not. Formamy 
beauty nocnit did liarm mild to me; nam. for gimm 
when spatiarcr 1 was wandering per littora over the 
shores lenlis passihus with slow steps ut as soleo I am

Quid 
iamen but wbat hoc prodest does this benefit me, si 
if Nyctimene JSTyctimene./aete made voluxris a bird 
diro crimine by a dreadful crime successit has suc¬ 
ceeded nostro honori to our honour P 

591. An non res has not the thing audita est been 
heard tibi by thee, qtMB which est is notissima most 
notorious per totam Lesbon through all Lesbos ? 
Nyclimenen that Hyctimene temerasse defiled pa- 
trium cubile her father’s bed ? Ilia quidem she in¬ 
deed aois [is] a bird, sed but conscia conscious cidpa 
of h\a,m.e fiigit she fled conspectum sight lucemque 
and the light, celatque and hides pudorem her shame 
tenehris in darkness ; et and expellitur is expelled a 
cunctis by all into (ethere from the whole of heaven.” 

596, Tiicenti to him saying tcJXa, such words

nances iingi should be wetted lacrimis with tears_ 

edidit he uttered gemitus groans petitos fetched alto 
de corde fi'om tlie depth of his licavt j hand aliter 
in no other way. quam than, gimm when malleus the 
Bledge-hammer lihratus poised dextra ah attre from 
the right ear, claro ictu with loud blow discussit has 
shattered tempora the temples lactentis vituU of the 
sucking calf, spectante juvenca in sight of the heifer. 
Ut tamen when however Phcelms Phoebus fudit had" 
shed ingratos adores the hated perfumes in pectnra 
on her breast et and dedit had given her awplexus

and was rejoicing honore in the honour joined 
meri with onus. Ecce behold fllia the daughter 
Centaiirl of the Centaur venit comes protecta covered 
Immerosm to her shoulders capiffis with ruddy 

locks: quiim [she] whom nympha the nymph Cha- 
rich Charielo quondam formerly enixa having given 
her birth in ripis on the banks rapidi fluminis of a 
rapid river vocavit called Oeyr/ioen Ooyrhoe. Utec 
she nonfuit was not contenta content edidicisse to 
have learnt artes paternas the arts of her father; 
canebat she foretold arcana the mysteries fatorum of 
the fates. Ergo therefore uhi when concepit she had 
conceived fatidicos furores prophetic phrensies 
mente in her mind inealuitque and had become warm 
deo with the [influence of the] god, quem whom 
hahehat she had claumm shut up pectore in her 
breast; aspicit she beholds infantem the infant, dix- 
itque and said, “ Cresee grow, puer boy, salutifer 
bringing health tofi orhi to all the world ; morttdia 
corpora mortal bodies sespe often debehunt shall owe, 
sese themselves tibi to thee ; crit it shall beyhs lawful 
tibi for thee reddere to restore animas lives ademptaa 
that have been taken away ; aususque and having 
dared id that semel once dXis indignantibus the gods 
being indignant, proliibebere thou shalt be prevented 
jflamma avila by the lightning of thy grandfather 
posse from being able dare to exhibit hoc this [power] 
iterim again, eque deo and from being a god fies 
shalt become corpus exsangue a lifeless corpse ; 
deusque and [thou shalt then] become a god, qui 
who eras wast raodo a little before corpus a corpse;

6/6. Haros the hero Philyreius son of Philyra 
flebat was lamenting, poscehatque and was calling 
for opem iuam thy aid, Delphice [god] of Delphos ; 
nam for nec neither joo^ems wast thou able rcscindere 
to rescindthe commands magni Jovis of great 
Jupiter, nec nor, si if posses thou wast able 7 -escin~ 
dere to rescind them, aderas wast thou present turn 
at that time : colebas thou wast inhabiting Elin Elis 
Messaniaque arva and the Messenian fields. Hind 
that erat was tempos the time quo in which pellis 
pastoria a shepherd’s [cloak of] skin texit covered 
te thee, olivaque silvestris and a wild olive fuit was 
onus the burden dextra of thy right hand ; fistula 
a pipe dispar unequal [ly joined] septenis cannis of 
seven reeds, alterius of thy other hand. Humque 
and whilst ainor love est is curm thy aim, dim whilst 
tua fistula thy pipe mulcet soothes te thee, boves thy 
cows memorantiir are said processisse to have gone 
forth inciistoditae unguarded in agi'os Pylios into the 
fields of Pjlos. Natus he who was born Afaia from 
Maia Allantide daughter of Atlas videt sees has 
these et and cccultat hides silvis in the woods abac- 
las them driven away arte sua by his skill. Hemo 
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no one tens»'at had perceived hoefurtum this theft, 
nisi unless senex an old man notus known in illo rure 
in that country ; vicinia tota the whole neighbour¬ 
hood vocabant called him Battum Battus. Hie he 
custos as herdsman servahat used to keep saltus the 
lawns herbosaque pascua and grassy pastures divitis 
Nelei of rich Weleus gregesque and the herds no~ 
bilium equarum of his noble mares.

he gave [him one]. Hospes the stranger accepta 
having received it, reddidit returned has voces these 
words: “ Eas go thy way tutus secure : lapis iste 
that stone loquatur may speak of tua furta thy 
thefts prius before [I will] et and ostendit he 
shows him lapidem a stone. Natus Jove the son of 
Jove simidat pretends i?’etogoaway ; presently 
redit he comes back et and versa figura having 
changed his form pariter together cum voce with his 
voice, (fi.rit said : “ ifzfstice countryman, si if vidisti 
thou hast seen quas boves any cows ire walk hoc 
Ivmite along this path, fer bear opem help demeque 
and take away silentia silence furto from the theft. 
Femina a cow juncta joined suo taiiro to her bull 
daUtur shall be given iibi to thee pretium as the 
reward.” At but senior the old man, postquam when 
merces the reward geminatawas doubled, inquitBaidi, 
Erunt they wii\ he sub Mis moniibus under those 
mountains,” et and erant they were sub istis monti- 
bus under those mountains. Atlantiades the grand¬ 
son of Atlas visit laughed, et and ait said, “ Perjide 
faithless [fellow], prodis dost thou betray me va» 
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mihi to myself?” vertitque and he turned perfura 
pectoTO, his perjured breast in duvuM silicem mto a 
hard flint; gui which nunc quoqiie now also dicitur 
is called Index the Index [Touchstone], estque and 
tliere is veins ivfamia the old infamy in saxo in thf 
stone 7iiMl merito that has not deserved it. 

708. Cadiicifer the hearer of the Caduceus sustu- 
lerat had taken himself away liinc from this place 
paTibus alts on his equal wings; volansque and fly¬ 
ing despectabat was looking down on MunycrAos 
aqros the Munychian fields Immumque and the 
ground gratam grateful Minerva: to Minerva arbus- 
taqiie and the groves eulti Lycai of the well-tilled 
Lyctean [mount]. Ilia die on that day forte by 
chance castmpiielln chaste maidens, de more accord¬ 
ing to custom, vertice supposUo with head placed 
under, portabant were carrying pura sacra pure 
sacred things canistris in baskets coronatis crowned 
with garlands infestas acres to the festive heights 
Falladis of Pallas. Dens ales the winged god as- 
picit beholds revertentes them returning i«ae thence. 
iterqiie and his course non ayit he does not steer in 
rectum straight forward, srd but cm vat bends it in 
eundem orhem, into the same circle. Dt as nnluus a 
kite, volttcris rapidissima a most rapid bird, visis extis 
having seen entrails, dutu whilst timet it is afraid 
et and densi minislri the thronging attendants cir- 
cumstant stand round sacra the sacrifice, flectiiur 
wheels in girum into a circle, nec audet and does not 
dare abire to depart longius further, avidusque and 
greedy circumvolat flits round spem. suam its hope 
motis alls with moving wings; sic thus agilis Gylle- 
nius the nimble Cylleuiau god inclinat inclines cursus 
his course super Acteeas arces over the Attic hills ct 
and circinat flies round casdem auras the same [pai t 
of the] air. Quanto by how much Lucifer Lucifer 
fulget shines splendidior more bright quatn than 
cmtera sidera the other stars, et and quanto by how 
much uureu Fhcebe golden. Phoebe [^prsEsianticr is 
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more beautiful] te than thou, Lucifer Lucifer, tant 0 
by so much Jlen'se Herse ibat walked prcestantior 
more beautiful omnibus virginibus than all the vir¬ 
gins ; eratqv£ and was decus the pride pompce of the 
procession comitumque suarum and of her compa¬ 
nions. Natus Jove the son of Jupiter obstupuit was 
struck aghast forma at her beauty, et and pendens 
hanging oethere in the sky exarsH shot forth [was 
kindled with love] non secus no otherwise quam than 
qumn when Balearicafunda a Balearian sYm^jacit 
easts plumbum a bullet; illud it volat flies, et and 
incandescit warms eundo by going; et and invenit 
finds sub nubibus beneath the clouds ignes the fires 
quos which non Jialuit it had not [in itself], Vertit 
he alters itei- his course, relictoque ccelo and having 
left the lieaven petit he seeks diversa distant parts ; 
nee nor dissimulat does he conceal se himself; tania 
so great est isfiditcia his trustyhrw<E in his beauty ; 
quee cpuiniquam although est [it] isjusta com¬ 

plete, tainen yet adjiwat he aids illam. it cura by 
care, pernndcetque and smooths comas his looks. 
collocatque and places chlamydeuiYds cloak ut so that 
pendeat it may hang apte fitly: ut that limbus the 
border tolwnque aurum and all the gold appareal 
may appear; ut that virga the rod qua with which 
ducit he brings et arcet and drives away somnos 
slumbers sit may be teres straight in dextra in his 
right hand: ut that talaria his foot-wings niteant 
may shine tes'sis plantis on clean feet. 

737. Bars secreia a secret part dooms of the 
house habuit had tres tlialamos three chambers cultos 
adorned ebore with ivory et and testudine with tor¬ 
toiseshell ; quorum of which tu thou, Pandrose Pan- 
drosos, dextrum [hadst occupied] the right, Agtauros 
Aglauros Itevuin the left, Herse Herse possederat had 
occupied medium the middle. Q,uai [she] which tei 
nuit held Icmrum the left, prima first notavit noticed 
Mercurium Mercury venientem coining ; ausaque est 
^ud dared scitarier to enquire 7iomeit the name del 
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of the god, et and causas the cause adventus of his 
coming. Cui to whom mpos the grandson Atlantis 
of Atlas Pleumesque and of Pleione respondit an¬ 
swered sic thus: Ego I sum am [he] qui porta 
carry jussa verha the words commanded patris of 
my father auras through the air : pater mild my 
father est^ is Jupiter ipse Jupiter himself. Nec nor 
fingam will I feign causas reasons : tu thou tantum 
only velis be willing esse to be fida faithful sorori to 
thy sister, dicique and to be called matertera the 
aunt prolis mem of my offspring. Herse Herse causa 
is the cause vim of my journey, oramus we prav 
faveas that thou mayest be favourable amanti to 
a lover.” Aglauros Aglauros aspicit beholds hunc 
him iisdem acidis with the same eyes quibus with 
which nuper viderat she had lately seen abdita se- 
ereta the hidden secrets flavm Minei'vm of the golden¬ 
haired Minerva, postzilatque and demands sibi for 
herself pj’o minis!erio in return for her service aurum 
gold magni ponderls of great weight: fuferea mean¬ 
while cogit she compels him excedere to go out teetis 
from the house. 

762. Eea bellica the warlike goddess vertit turns 
orhem the ball torvi luniinisoilaer fierce eye ad hane 
on her, et and penitus deeply iraxit drew suspiria 
sighs tanto moiu with such emotion, ut that cmcute- 
ret she shook pariter at the same time pectus her 
breast, mgidaque and her segis positam placed in 
pectore forti on her bi’ave breast. Subit it occurs 
[to her mind] hanc that she manu with her hand 
detexissemicoveveA arcana prof ana the profane mys¬ 
teries turn at that time quum when contra fcedera con¬ 
trary to the conditions data assigned, vidit she saw 
stirpem the offspring Lentrdcolm of the inhabitant of 
Lemnos creatam begotten sine matre without a mo¬ 
ther, et and fore that she will he jam now gratamque 
both obliging dco to the god gratamque and obliging 
sorori to her sister, et and ditem rich sumpto auro 
when she ha« receiTed the gold guod which avara 
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eo^etoMS poposcerit she has demaaded. Protinus 
forthwith petit she makes for tecta the house Invidim 
of Envy, squalenitia squalid nigro tabo with black 
poison; domus the house abdita est is hidden in imis 
valllhns in the lowest hollows antri of a cave, carens 
wanting sole the sun, non pervia not accessible ulli 
vento to any wind; tristls sad et plenissima and full 
ignam frigm-is of dull cold ; et and qua: [one] which 
semper always vacet is void igne of fire, semper 
always ahiindet abounds caligine with darkness. 

765. VM when metuenda virago the terrible maid 
belli of war pervenit came up hie to this place, con- 
stitit she stopped ante domum before the house;

Tidet she sees Invidieini 
Envy intus within edenlem eating vipereus carries the 
flesh of vipers, alimenta the nourishment suorum vi- 
iiorum of her own vices, avei-titqiie and^averts oczifos 
her eyes visa from [her] seen: at but ilia she surgit 
rises pigre slowly hkmi from the ground relinquitque 
and leaves corpora the bodies serpenlum semesarum 
of half-eaten serpents; inceditque and approaches 
passu inerti with slow step. Utque and when vidit 
she saw deam the goddess, decoram beautiful for- 
maque both inform armisqtie and in arms, ingemuit 
she groaned, duxitque and drew vultum her counte¬ 
nance ad ima suspiria to the deepest sighs. Pallor 
paleness sedet sits in ore on her face ; macies thin¬ 
ness in empore toto over the whole of her body; 
acies her eye nusquam nowhere recta is direct; den¬ 
tes her teeth Event are livid rvbigine with filth: pec- 
tora her breasts virent are strongyeffe with gall; lin¬ 
gua her tongue suffusa est is steeped veneno with 
poison. Risus laughter ahest is far from her ; nisi 
except quern that which dolores griefs [of others] 
viri ffitnesied movere have excited, Nee nor fruitur

does she enjoy s«?n ?20 sleep, excita being roused cwi- 
lacibus curls by watchfal cares; sed but videt she 
sees ingratos suceessus the hateful successes hominura 
of men, intahescitque and pines vidcndo at seeing 
them, imaque and at the same time carpit she gnaws 
et carpitur and is gnawed, estque and is supplicium 
suum her own punishment. ^ 

782. Quamvis tamen yet although Tntnma .he 
Pritonian goddess oderat\xa.tk&illam her, adfata est 
she addressed her hrcviter briefly tcdihus dictis with 
Buch words as these : “ Infice infect unam one na- 
:arum of the daughters Cccropis of Ceorops tua tahe 
with thy venom: sic so opus est it is needful; Ai/lau- 
ros Aglauros est is ea that one.” Hand loquutu not 
Speaking pluva. niore words J^ugit she fled ; a.nd 
repulit repelled tellurem the earth impressa tiasta 
with her spear pressed upon it. Ilia she obliqiio lu- 
inine with her eye askant cei'irtens perceiving deam 
the goddess j■.q.fieuteio. fleeing, dedit uttered pai vet 
murtnura low murmurs, iudolidtque and. grieved smc- 
cessurum that success would attend Minerva on 
Minerva; and she takgs hacvlum her staff; 

quod totum the whole of which spinea vincida bands 
of thorns cingebant surrounded, adipertaque and co¬ 
vered jiuhibus atris with black clouds,^ quacunque 
wherever ingrediiur she advances, protevit she treads 
doivn fioventia arva the blooming fields, exuvitque 
and burns up Jier'bas the grass, et carpit and seizes 
sumwa cacumina the highest summits, polluitque and 
pollutes afflatu siio with her breath populos nations, 
urbesque and cities domosque and houses, et and tan¬ 
dem at length conspicit beholds Tritunida areem the 
Tritonian citadel, virentera abounding ingeniis in in¬ 
tellects, opihusque and resources, etfesta pace and m 
' the festivities of peace, tenetque and she checks U- 
crimas her tears vix with difficulty ; quia because 
cernit she sees nil nothing lacrimahile deserving 
tears. Sed but postquam after that intravit she has 
sntered thalamus the chambers ■ttalai of her who was 
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born Cecrope from Oecrops, facit she fulfils jussa 
her orders, tangitque and touches pectus her breast 
manu with her hand tincta stained ferrugine with 
rust, et implet and fills prmcordia her hosom hamatU 
sentibus with hooked thorns ; inspiratque and inspires 
noce7is virus hateful poison ; dissipaique and disperses 
piceum venenum black venom per ossa through her 
bones et spargit and scatters it medio pulmone over 
the midst of her lungs. Neve and lest causce the 
causes mali of evil errent should stray per lathis 
spatium over too wide a space, ponit she places ante 
oculos before her eyes germanam her sister, fwluna- 
tumque eonjugium and the fortunate union soraris of 
her sister, deumque and the god pulcra sub imagine 
under a fair foi-m; facitque and she makes cuncta 
all things magna great* quibus by which Cecro- 
pis the daughter of Cecrops irritata provoked 
•tnordetur is gnawed oeculto dolove by hidden 
sorrow; et and genuit groans anxia anxious node 
by night, anxia anxious luce in the day-time, 
miserrimaque and wretched liquitur melts lenta tabe 
with slow poison, ut as glades ice saucia wounded 
ineerto sole by the uncertain sunshine : uriiiirqiie 
and she is burnt bonis by the good fortune felicis 
Herses of the happy Herse Jion secius in no other 
way quam than quum when ignis fire supponitur is 
placed under spinosis herhis thorny plants, qum which 
neque neither rfant give flammas ?Le.mcscremaniurque 
and are burnt leni vapore with a gentle vapour. Vo- 
hiit she wished smpe often mori to die, ne viderei 
that she might not see tale quidquam any such thing ; 
seepe often narrare to tell it velut as crimen a crime 
rigido parenti toiler stexuisAher. Denique at last 
sedit she sat in adverse Imine on the threshold op¬ 
posite exclusura about to exclude deum the god ve- 
nientem coming. Cut to whom jadanti uttering 
blandimenia blandishments y)?'eces 2 «e and entreatiee 
verbaqiie mitisshna and the mildest -words, dixit she 
said, “ Ego I'non sum motwa-do not intend to ^

repuko after thou art repulsed.” “ Stemns let us 
stand istopaeto on that bargain/’ ait said velox Cy- 
lenius the quick son of Cyllene; patefecitque and he 
opened with his rod fores the chased 

doors. At but illi to her conanti endeavouring sur^ 
yere to rise partes the parts quascunqm as to which 
flectimur we bend ourselves sedendo in sitting neque- 
unt are not able moveri to be moved ignava gravitate 
from their sluggish weight: ilia qvidem she indeed 
pugnat strives attollae to raise se herself recto 
trunco with upright body, sed but junctura the 
joining gentium of her knees riget is stiff, friqusque 
and cold lahiiitr spreads per artus through her limbs, 
H and vence her veins pallent are pale amisso sanguine 
by the loss of her blood, Utque and as cancer the

nee nor, si if conata fuisset she had attempted, hahe- 
ret would she have iter a path vocts of her voice. 
Saxum stone Jam already tenebat was holding pos¬ 
session of rolla her neck, oraque and her mouth du- 
ruerant had become hiu-d, sedebatque and she was 
sitting signum exsanqiie a bloodless statue ; nee nor 
erat was she albus lapis a white stone ; sua mens her 
spirit infecerat had tainted illam her. 

833. Ubi when Atlantiades the grandson of Atlas 
cepit had exacted has pcenas those penalties verborum 
of her words mentisque psofanm and of her wicked 
mind. Unquit he leaves terras the lands dictas named 
a Ballade li-om Pallas, et a'd ingreditur enters aithera 
^e aether jactatispennis with wings spread forth, 
Genitor his father sevocat calls aside hunc him, rm 
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fiusus and vvitliout having acknowledged cauiam the 
cause amor is of his love, ait he says, “ Nate son, fide 
minister faithful minister meoram jussorum of my 
commands, pelle dismiss moram delay, celerque and 
swift delahere glide down solito cursu in thy usual 
track, peteque and make for kano that [landj qttce 
tcllus which smpicit looks up to tuam matrem thy 
mother a parte sinistra on the left side, indicjenm the 
natives dicimt call it Sidonida Sidonian nomine by 
name ; verteque and turn ad littora towards the 
shores of the sea armentum regale the royal herd 
quad which vides thou seest pasci feeding procul afar 
montano grarnine on the mountain grass.” DixitXie 
said, et andy'MWeuci the bullocks jamdudum^ already 
expulsi driven away monte from the mountain petunt 
are making for littora Jussa the shores commanded 
uhi vtheve^lia the daughter magni regis of the great 
king snlehat was wont ludere to play, condtata accom¬ 
panied Tyriis virginibus by the Tyrian maids. 

846. Wlajestas majesty et amor and love non con- 
veniuni do not agree together bene well nec nor mo- 
rantur dwell in una sede in the same seat. lUepater 
the great father reclorque and ruler deum of the 
gods, cid dextra whose right hand armata est is 
armed trisulxis ignibus with three-forked lightnings, 
qid who concutit shakes orbem the globe nutu with • 
his nod, induitur puts on faciem the appearance 
taiiri of a bull, mistusque and having mixed himself 
juvencis with the bullocks mugit he lows, et and 
obambulat walks aboatformosus beautiful in teneris 
herbis on the tender grass. Quippe for color his 
colour est is nivis that of snow, qitam which nec 
neither vestigia the steps duri pedis of a hard foot 
ealcavere have trodden down, nec nor aquations 
Auster the watery South wdnd solvit has thawed. 
Colla his shoulders extant project torts in brawn ; 
palearia dewlaps pendent hang armis from Ms shoul¬ 
ders j cornua his horns parva quidem are small in¬ 
deed ; sed but qute such as possis jom may contenders 
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facta having been made manu by hand, mar/it- 
que perlucida and more transparent puragemma than 
a pare gem. Nullce minm there were no threats in 
fronte on his forehead, nec nor lumen was his eye 
formidabile formidable: vultus his look habet bears 
pacem peace. Nata Agenore the daughter of Age- 
nor mirahcr wonders quod that tarn formosus he is so 
beautiful, quod Aiatminetur he threatens nullaprwUa 
no wars. Sed but primo at first metuit she feared 
cunlingere to touch him quamvis although mitem 
gentle; 7nox afterwards adit she approaches him ; et 
and pomgit holds forth fores flowers ad ora Candida 
to his white mouth. Amaus the lover gaiidet rejoices, 
et and dum until sperutu voluptas the expected plea¬ 
sure veniat comes, dat he gives oscula kisses manibiis 
to her hands ; vix with difSeulty, ah alas ! vix with 
difficulty differt he puts ofi' cmtera the rest. Et and 
nunc now alludit he fawns upon her, exsultatque and 
gambols viridi in herha on the green grass : nunc now 
deponittxe lay.s down nivcum latus his snowy side in 
ftdvis arenis on the yellow sands ; me tuque and her 
fear demptu having been removed paulatim. by de¬ 
grees, prmbet he offers modo now pectora his breast 
plaudenda to be patted virginea manu by the virgin’s 
hand, modo now cornua his horns impedienda to be 
entangled novis sertis in new garlands. Segia virgo 
the royal maid ausa est dared quoque also cortsidere 
to sit tergo on the back tauri of the bull, nesda not 
knowing quern whom prmneret she was pressing; 
quum when deus the god sensim by degrees ponit 
plants falsa vestigia the false marks pedum of his 
feet a terra off the land siccoque a littore and off the 
dry shore primis in undis on the margin of the waves. 
hide then ahit he goes off tdterius farther, fertque 
and carries preedam his prey per eequora through the 
waves inedii ponti of the mid sea. Kae she pavet 
trembles, ablaiaque and being carried aw'ay respicit 
looks back upon lUtus the shore relictum left behind 
her, et and tenet holds eornum his horn dextra with 
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her right hand : altera the other im.posUa est was 
placed dorsri on his bac-k : tremidcB vestes her tremu¬ 
lous garments smuanlur are bent fkmdne by the 
wind.

Jamqm and already deus the god posita imagine 
having laid aside the \ma.ge fallacis taiiri of the de¬ 
ceitful bull, confessus erat had confessed se himself 
tenebatqiie and was occupying Dictcea rura the Dic- 
tsean fields, qimm when pater her father, ignarns 
ignorant [of her fate], imperat gives orders Cadmo to 
Tadmus perqidrere to seek raptam her carried away 
et and addit attaches exilium exile pomam as the 
penalty si if non incenerit he shall not find her, pins 
being pious et and seehratus wicked eodem facto in 
the same deed. Orbe pererrato having wandered 
through the world, (qxds enim for who possit can bo 
able deprendere to detect furta the stratagems Jmns 
of Jupiter ?) Agenorides the son of Agenor prnfugus 
fleeing away vitat avoidspatriamque both his country 
iramque and the anger parentis of his fathej-, sup¬ 
ple.. que and suppliant consuUt consults oracida the 
oracle Pheebi of Phoebus, et and requirit asks qua 
tcllus what land sit is habitanda to be inhabited by 
him, Phoebus Phoebus ait said, “ Bos a cow passa 
that has suifered nullum jugum no yoke, immunisqtw 
and without experience curvi aratri of the curved 
plough, occurret shall meet tihi thee soils in arvis in 
the lonely fields. Sac duce with her for thy guide 
carpe set out on vias the road, et and qua herba on 
whatever herbage requieverit she shall rest,,/be take 
care condas to build nosnia walls vcrcatoque and call 
iXla them Bceotia Boeotian. 

14. Cadmus Cadmus tux scarcely beize descenderat 
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had well gone down Cast alio from the Oasta- 

lian cave : vklet he sees juvencam an heifer ire going 
lenle slowly incusfoditam unguarded, gerentem bear¬ 
ing nullum signum no sign servitii of slavery cervice 
on her neck: subsequiticr he follows, legitque and 
traces vestigia her footsteps presso gressu with close 
step, taciturnusque and silent adorai adores Phaibiim 
Pheebus, auctorem adviser via of his journey. Jam 
evaserat he had already got clear of vada the fords 
Cepldsi of the Cephisus arvaque and the fields Pa- 
nopcs of Panope; bos the cow stetit stood still; et 
and loUens i-aising ad codain to heaven frontem spa- 
iiosam her wide forehead, cornihus altis with lofty 
horns, itnpulit she moved auras the breeze mugitihus 
with her lowings. Atque and ita tlms, respiciens 
looking back on comites her companions seqncntes 
follovyiug sua term her back, procubuit she lay down, 
submisitque deposited laiics lier side in herba ienera 
on the tender grass. Cadmus Cadmus agit gives 
grates thanks, Jigitque and fixes oscula kisses pere¬ 
grine ^ terra on the foreign soil, et salutat and sa¬ 
lutes ignotos monies the unknown mountains agros- 
que and fields. Facturus erat he was about to offer 
sacra sacrifices Jovi to Jupiter; jubet he orders 
ministros his attendant ire to go et ■A.n&.petere to seek 
e vivis funtibus from living fountains undas water 
lihandas to be used in libation. 

2S. Stabat there was standing silva vetus an ancient 
wood, violata violated nulla securi by no axe: est 
there is specus a cave in medio in the middle, densus 
thick virgis with twigs et and vimine osier, efficiens 
forming hiimilem arcum a low arch compagibus by 
the joinings lapidim of the stones \fecimdus abound¬ 
ing uberibus aquis in plentiful waters: erat there 
was martins anguis a warlike serpent conditus hidden 
hoe antro in this cave, pj-asignis conspicuous cristis 
with crests et auro and gold ; oculi his eyes micant 
ghtter igne with fire; omne corpus all his body tumet 
•KTells veneno with poison; tresque linguce and three 
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tongjnes vibrant vibrate; dentes his teeth stayit stand 
triplici ordine in a triple row. Quern lucurn which 
grove postquam when profecti those who had gone 
forth Tyria de yente from the Tyrian nation tetigere 
had touched infaiisto gradii v ith unlucky step, iw- 
naque and the pitche;- demissa having been let down 
ill undas into the waters, dedit had sent forth soni- 
lum a sound, cmruleiis serjiens the azure serpent ex- 
iulit put out antro from the cave longum caput his 
long head, misitque and sent forth horrenda sibila 
horrible hisses. Urnce the pitchers effluxere slipped 
away manibus from, their hands, sangiiisque and the 
blood relinqiiit leaves corpus their body, et and subi- 
tus tremor a sudden trembling occupat takes posses¬ 
sion of attonitos artiis their astonied limbs. Jlle he 
torquet whirls squanwsos orbcs scaly orbs volubilihus 
nexihusm rolling coils, et and smztator bends himself 
saltu bj' one bound immensos in arcus into immense 
bows : ac and erectus having raised himself media 
plus parte by more than half his length leves in auras 
to the light air, dcspicit he looks down on omne 
nemus all the grove, cstque and is tanto corpore of as 
great a body quanto as, si if species you look at 
totum the whole, qui the one which separat separates 
qeminas Arctos the two bears. Nec nox mora is there 
delay : occupat he seizes on Plicenicas the Phoeni¬ 
cians, sive whether illi they parabant were preparing 
iela weapons sive orfugam flight, sice or timor ipse 
their very fear prohioebat prevented utrumque botli; 
nccat he slays hos these morsu with his bite. Ulus 
those longis complexibus by long embraces, hos otlie.’'s 
afflatus breathed upon tube by the infection funcsti 
veneni of deadly poison. 

50. Sol the sun altissimus at the highest_;a7«/cec- 
rat had already made umbras the shadows exiguas 
small; natus Agenore the son of Agenor miraiur 
wonders quee mora what delay sit there is sociis to 
his companions, vestigatque and he searche.s for viros 
the men. Tegimen his covering erat was pellit the 
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akin derepla stripped leoni from a lion; teluni his 
weapon lancea was a lance spkndenti ferro witli shi¬ 
ning steel, et jacidum and a javelin; animusquc and 
a mind prcRstaniior better omni telo than any wea¬ 
pon. Ut when intrmit he entered nemus the grove, 
viditque and saw corpora their bodies letata that had 
been put to death, hostemque and the enemy spatiosi 
corporis of huge bulk victorem victorious supra over 
them, inquit he said, Ero I will be, fidissima cor¬ 
pora my faithful fellow.s, aut either ultor avenger 
fMit comes or sharer vestrm mortis of your death.” 
Dixit he spake, dcxtraqiie and with his right hand 
sustulit lifted niolarcm a mill-stone, et and misit 
hurled magnum the mighty thing magno conamine 
with a mighty effort. Impidsu by tho impulse illius 
of that stone ardua mmnia lofty walls cum turrihus 
ultis with their high towers mota forent would bo 
moved ; setpens the serpent ir.ansit remained sine 
vulncre without a wound, defensusque and defended 
squamis with scales modo in the manner loriccB of a 
coat of mail, et and duriiia by the hardness atree 
pelUs of his black hide repulit he repelled validos 
ictus the strong blows cute with his skin. At but 
non vincit he does not overcome eadem duritia by the 
same hardness jaculum quoq7ie the javelin also quod 
which constitit stood. Jixmn fixed 7nedio curvamine in 
the midst of the curve hntce spina; of his bending 
spine, et and descendit went down toto ferro with its 
wliole iron [head] in ilia into his entrails. /Zfehe, 
ferox tierce dnlore with pain, 7-etorsit writhed caput 
his head in sua terga to his back, adsjjexitque and 
beheld vuhiera tbe wound, momorditque and bit 
fixurn Imstile tbe fixed javelin; uUque and when la- 
befecit he had loosed id it in om7iem partem in every 
direction mMlla vi with much force, eripuit he tore 
it out vix with difficulty teiyo from his back; ferrum 
to.777en but the iron hcez-et sticks ossibus to his bones. 
Turn ve.ro then indeed, postquam when plaga. recent 
the fresh blow accessit was added ad was soUtat to 
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bis wonted anger, guttura his throat tumuerun* 
swelled with full veins, spztme'JMe aTbida 

and white foam circumfluit flows round pestiferos 
rictus his pestilential jaws, terraque and the earth 
sunat sounds rasa scraped squamis hy his scales, 
halitusque and the breath qui which exit comes forth 
n/^M’blaoh are Stygio from his Stygian mouth mfZcii 
infects vitiatas auras the tainted air. Ipse himself 
modo at one time cingilur surrounds himself spirts 
with folds facientibus making orbeni. immensum an 
immense orb ; inierdum sometimes exit he shakes 
himself out rectior straighten longo trahe than along 
plank : mmc at another timeferiur he rushes on im- 
pete vasto in fierce onset eeu as amnis a river concitus 
excited imbrihus by rains, et and praturhat displaces 
nbstanies silvas the opposing woods pectore with his 
breast. Agenorides the son of Agenor cedit gives 
paulurn a little sustinetqtie and sustains incursm 
his attack spolio with the spoil leonis of the lion, re- 
tardatque and clieeks ora instantia his threatening ■ 
fangs cuspide with his speax prcetenia stretched out 
before him. llle liefwit rages et and dat inflicts 
inania vuhiera empty wounds duro ferro on the hard 
iron, frangitque and breaks denies his teeth in acu- 
mine on the point. Jamque and already sanguis the 
blood cmperat had begun manare to flow venenifero 
palato from his poisonous throat, et and tinxerat had 
stained virides herhas the green herbage aspergine 
with its sprinkling ; sed but vulnus the wound erat 
was leve light; quia because retraliebat he withdrew 
se himself ahictu from the blow, dahatque and thrust 
retro backwards leesa colla his wounded neck; ce- 
dendoque and by giving way arcebat forbade plagam 
the stroke sedere to sink into him, nec sinehat and 
did not allow it ire to go lomgius further; donee 
until Agenorides the son of Agenor sequens following 
usque continually pressit urged on ferrum the steel 
eorgectum fixed in gutture in his throat: dum whilst 
quercus an oak obsktit made opposition eimti to Idm 
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gdjig retro back, et aad cervix his neck,^a:fl; est was 
fixed pariter together cum. robore with the wood. 
Athm’ the tree ciirvata esi was bent pondere by the 
weight serpentis of the serpent, et and gemuif 
groaned sua robora that its wood flagellari was 
beaten parte by a part im<B caudm of the end of his 
tail. 

95. Dum whilst victor the conqueror considerai 
contemplates spatium the size victi hostis of his con¬ 
quered enemy, vox a voice svMto on a sudden audita 
eat was heard; neque nor erat was it promptum easy 
cognoscere to find out unde from what quarter, sed 
but audita est it was heard: “ Quid why, nate Age- 
nore son of Agenor, speetas dost thou look on pe- 
remptum serpentem the slain serpent ? et iu thou also 
tpectabere shall be looked on serpens as a serpent. 
Ille he diu long pavidus trembling perdiderat 
had lost colorem his colour pariter together cum 
mente with his sense, comaeque and his hair rigehant 
stood on end gelido terrwe with chill terror. Ecce 
behold! Pallas Pallas adest is present, delapsa 
having glided down superas per auras through the 
air of heaven, fautrix supporter viri of the hero, 
juhetque and bids him supponere place beneath tem ce 
the earth vipereos dentes the serpent’s teeth, incre- 
menta the growth faturi populi of a future people. 
Paret he obeys, et and, ut when patefecit he had 
opened sidcum a furrow presso aratro with the plough 
sunk in the ground, spargit he scatters humi on the 
ground dentes the teeth _yi«ssos commanded, mortalia 
semina seeds of mortals. Inde then majus greater 
fide than belief; glebm the clouds ccepere began mo¬ 
ver i to be moved, aciesque and the edge hastm of a 
spear appeared 7 »’iTOa first de sulcis out of 

the furrows: mox afterwards tegmina the coverings 
capntum of heads nutantia nodding picto cono with a 
painted top-knot: mox then humeri shoulders pec- 
tusque and the breast, braxhiaque and arms onerata 
iaiieit telis with weapons appear, segesque 
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and a crop virorum of men crescit grows up clypeata 
armed with shields. Sic thus nbi when aulaea the 
curtains toUiintur are raised festis theatris at the 
festal theatres, signa the figures Solent are wont sur- 
gere to rise, primumque and first ostendere to show 
vullum the countenance, caitera the other parts pau- 
latim by degrees, toiaque and the whole of them 
patent are revealed educta drawn out placido tenore 
in calm order, ponuntque and plant pedes their feet 
in imo margine on the border below. Cadmus Cad¬ 
mus, ten-ihis frightened lioste novo by the new 
enemy, parabat was preparing capere to take arma 
arms. Unus one de papula of the people quern 
which terra the earth, a-eaverat had created, exclamat 
cries out, “ Ne cape do not take [arms], nec insere 
and do not mingle te thyself beilis civilibiis in civil 
arms atque and ita so ferit he strikes ense with 
his sword cominus hand to hand unmn one de fra- 
tribus terrigenis of the earth-born brothers rigido 
ense with his stout sword : ipse himself cadit falls 
jaculo by a javelin eminus from a distance.

Is hojecit threw ma arma his 
arms humi on the ground monitu by the advice Tri- 
tonidis of the Tritoni/in goddess, -que and petiitque 
both asked deditque and gmofidem a pledge jfi-aferw» 
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pads of brotherly peace. Sidonius hospes the 
stranger from Sidon liahidt Lad lins these comites as 
companions opens of his work, quum when j» 0 SM//he 
founded iirbem tlje jussam commanded Phcebeis 
sortibus by the oracles of Phoebus. 

131. Thebm Thebes jam stabant was now standing: 
poteras thou mightest, Cadme Cadmus, jam ahead}' 
videti seem felix happy exilio in exile : Marsque 
both Mars Venusque and Venus coniigerant tibi had 
fallen to thy lot soeeri as pavents-in-law: hue to this 
adde add genus thy family dc conjuge tanta from so 
great a wife, tot natos so many sons, natasque and 
daughters, et nepotes and grandsons, cara pignora 
dear pledges ; Iws quoque and these dhojamjurenes 
already young men : sed but scilicet doubtless ultima 
dies the last day semper expectanda is always to be 
expected homini by man : nemoque and no one debet 
ought did to be called beatus happy ante obitum be¬ 
fore his death supremaque funera and last funeral. 

138. Prima causa the first cause luctus of sorrow 
tibi to thee, Cadme Cadmus, inter among tot res se- 
cundas so many prosperous things,yidi was nepos thy 
grandson, alienaque cormia and unnatnral.horns ad- 
dita attached fronti to his forehead, vosque and you 
canes ye hounds satiatce satiated sanguine lierili with 
your master’s blood.

Erat there was mans a 
mountain, infectus dyedctede with the slaughter va- 
riarum ferarum of various wild beasts ; diesque and 
the day jam already contraxerat had contracted me- 
dias umbras the mid-day shades rerum of things; et 
and sol the sun distabai was distant ex eequo equally 
meta ufraqus from either goal; qumn when Hyan- 
tius juvenis the Hyantian youth compellat addresses 
placido ore with kind words participes the companions 
operum of his labours vagantes wandering devia 
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.ustra tliroiigli the devious thickets ; “ lAna llie nets, 
comites my lads, ferrumque and the steel madent are 
wet cruore with the blood ferarum of wild beasts ; 
dicsque and the day habuit has had fortunarn luck 
satis enough. Quum when altera aurora another 
daw n evecta brought forward croceis rotis with saf¬ 
fron wheels reducet will bring back lucem the light, 
repetamus let us resume opus the work propositum

which est is anirian nemorale »n embow'ered cave, 
lahoratum wrought niilta arte by no art: Natura 
Nature simidaverat bad imitated artem art suo inge- 
nio by her genius; nam for duxerat she had traced 
nativum arcum. a natural arch pumice vivo of live 
pumice et and levibus tophis light sandstones. Eons 
a fountain perlacidus transparent tenvi unda with 
clear water sonat sounds a dexira on the right hand, 
incinctus shut in patulos hiatus as to its open months 
gramineo margine with a grassy margin. Hie here 
dea the goddess silvarum of the woods, fessa weary 
venatu with hunting, solebat was wont pei'fundere to 
bathe virgmeos artus her virgin limbs liquido rare 
with liquid dew. Qzu) 'whiiheipostqiiam w’heTLSubiit 
slie had entered, tradidit she delivered uni to one 
mjmpliarum of the nymphs armigerce bearing arm* 
jaculam her javelin, pharetramque and quiver, arcus- 
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gzte and lier bow retentos which she had retained; 
altera another [nymph] sulgecit hracMa, held out her 
arms under palla the cloak deposita laid aside; dum 
two demunt take away vinclk the latohets pedibuh 
from her feet: nam for Ismenis Crocale the Ismenian 
Crocale, doctior better taught illis than they, cnlligit 
gathers in nodum into a knot eapillos her hair spar- 
sos scattered per colla over her neck ; quamvis al¬ 
though erat she was ipsa herself solutis with [hair] 
loose. Nepheleque both Nephele, Hyaleque and 
Hyale, Rhanisque and Ehanis, et Psecas and Psecas, 
et Phiale and Phiale, excipiunt take, up laticem the 
v;sd.ev, fmiduntque and pour it capacibus urnis with 
capacious urns. Pivmque aud whilst Tilania the 
Titanian goddess perluitur is swilled ibi there solita 
lympha with the accustomed water, ecce lo, nepos the 
grandson Cadmi of Cadmus, dilata parte having de¬ 
ferred part laboriim of his toils, errans wandering 
non certis passibtis with uncertain steps per ncinus 
ignotum through the unknown wood, joerueJiii arrives 
in lucum in the grove ; fata the fates sic so ferebunt 
guided ilium him. Qui whosi/urdas soonasinirnrii he 
entered antra the caves rorantia dewj foniibus with 
fountains, nymplue the nymplis, sicut as erant they 
were, nudce naked percussere smote pectora their 
breasts visa viro when they saw the man, imjdeverc- 
que and filled omne nanus all the grove subitis ulula- 
tibus with sudden cries, circumfusmque and having 
spread themselves round texere covered Bianarn 
Plana corporibus suis with their bodies.

suartim comitum of her companions, tamcn yet ad- 
stitit stood in lotus ohliquum in an oblique direction, 
Hexitque and turned ora her face retro back, et and 
ut as vellet she would wish habuisse to hare had sa 
‘jittas her arrows promptas ready, sic so liausit she 
tooic up aquas the waters quas which liabuit she had, 
perfuditque and sprinkled vultum virilem the face of 
the man, sparqensque and sprinkling comas his hair 
ullricibus aquis wdth avenging waters addidit she 
added hmc verba these wmrds proenuntia prophetic 
faturm cladis of his impending destruction : “ Nunc 
now licet it is allowed narres that thou mayest 
tell me tliat I visam have been visible tibi to thee 
posito velamine with my veil laid aside, si if poteris 
thou wilt be able nairareto tell it— nee minata and 
not having threatened pliira more words, dat she 
gives vivacia cornua the living horns cervl of a stag 
capiti to his head sparso sprinkled with water; dB< 
she gives spalmm length collo to his neck, cacumi- 
natque and brings to a point sumrnas aures the tops 
of his ears, nmlatque and changes manus his hands 
cum pedibus with feet, brachia his arms cum longis 
cruribiLs with long logs et and velat covers corpus his 
body maculosa vellerc with a dappled hide. Et pavor 
fear also additus est was added. Autonoeius hcros the 
hero son of A-utoaoe fugit flees, et and in ipso cursu 
in his very course miratur wonders se that he tarn 
celcrem is so swift. Ut vero but when vidit he saw 
siia cornua his horns solitis in undis in the accus¬ 
tomed waters, dicturus trot he w'as about to say 
“ Me rniserum wTetch that I am!” mdla vox no voice 
sequuta est followed. Ingemuit he groaned ; ilia that 
fuit was vox his voice ; lacrimaeqiLe and tears fluxe- 
runt tlowed/ier ora over features non sua not his own; 
tantum only menspristina his former mind niansit re¬ 
mained. (luid fadat is he to do ? Bepetatne 
is he to return to domum his house, regalia tecta 
royal mansions P an or lateat is he to lie hid sUvis in 
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the woods ? Timor fear impedit hinders hoc the one, 
pudor shame illud the other. Bum whilst dubitat 
he hesitates, canes the dogs videre saw him ; primus- 
que and first Melampus Melampus [Black-foot] Ich- 
nohatesqiie sagax and the sagacious Ichnobates [the 
Tracker] dedere gave signa signals latratu by barking 
—Ichnobates Ichnobates Gnossitts a Gnossian [dog] 
Melampus Melampus Spartana gente of Spartan race. 
Inde t\\en alii others rush forward velocius move 
swiftly rapida aura than the rapid wind, Pamphagut 
Pamphagus [Eat-all] et and Borceus Dorceus [the 
Sighter], et and Orihasus Oribasus [Mountaineer], 

. omnes all Arcades Arcadians, Nebrophonosque va- 
lens and tlie stout Nebrophonos [Fawn-slayer], et 
and trux Theron fierce Theron [Hunter], cum. Lee- 
lape with Lselaps [Tempest], et and Pterelas Ptere- 
las [Winged], utilis serviceable pedibus by his feet, 
et and AgreAgre [Capture] naribiis by her nostrils, 
HylcEUsque and Hylseus [Howler] nuper lately per- 
cussus w'ounded ah am-o hy a fierce boar, Napeque 
and Nape [the Glen], concepta conceived de lupo 
from a wolf, Pcemenisque and Pcemenis [Shepher¬ 
dess], et Harpuia and Harpy, comitaia accompanied 
duobus naiis by tw’O pups, et Sicyonius Ladon and 
the Sicyonian Ladon [Seizer], gcrens bearing ilia 
suhstricta narrow flanks; et Bromas and Dromas 
[the Bunner], et Canacc and Canace [Barker], 
Sticteque and Stiete [Spot], et Tigris and Tigress, et 
Alee and Alee [Fight], et heucon and Leucon 
[Whitey], niveis villis with white hair, et and As- 
bolus Asbolus [Sooty], atris with black. Bacon- 
que and Lacon [the Laconian dog], prcexalidus of 
surpassing strength, et AeVx> and Aello [Storm], 
fortis strong cursu in the course, et Thous and 
Thous [Swift], et Lycisge velox and swift Lycisce 
[Wolfer], Cyprio cum fratre with her Cyprian 
brother; et and Harpalus Harpalus [Snatcher], 
distinctus distinguished nigrain frontem as to his 
black forehead ab albo medio from white in the mid- 
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die, et Melaneus and Melaiieus [Blackey], Larhneque 
and Laolino [Shaggy], et and nati those born 
patre Dicteeo of a Dictsean father sed but matre La- 
cnnide a Laconian mother, Lahros Labros [Eaver], 
ef, Agriodos Agriodos [Fierce-tooth], et and Uylac- 
fj>r Hylactor [Brawler], vocis acutes of shrill voice, 
'luosque and [others] which mora est it is tedious- 
iioss referre to mention. JEa turba that pack/eran- 
tiir are carried cupidine by their desire prcedcs of 
booty per rupes over precipices scopulosque and rocks 
saxaque and crags carentm wanting aditu a path, 
qua where via the way diffleilis is difficult quaque and 
where est there is nulla via no way. llle he fugit 
flees, per ques hca [over] places over whicli scepe se- 
quutus fuerat he had often followed. Seti alas! 
ipse himself flees from mos famulos his own 
servants ; libehat it was his wish clamare to cry out 
'‘Ego lsumsmActeeon Actseon : cognoscite recog¬ 
nize dominum vesirum your lord.” Verba words 
desunt are wanting animo to the wish, (Sther lieaven 
resonat resounds latratilms with barkings. Melan- 
chaites MelauohaBtes [Black hair] fecit madoynlmn! 
vulnera the first wounds in tergo on his back: Theri- 
damas Theridamas [Beast-quelier]. proxima the 
next; Oresitrophus Oresitrophus [Mountain-bred] 
hmsit stuck in armn on his shoulder. Exierant they 
had gone forth tardius later, sed but via the way an- 
ticipata est was anticipated per compendia through 
the short cuts mantis of the mountain. Illis retinenti- 
hus whilst they were holding dominum their lord, 
ceetera turba the rest of the pack coit comes together, 
confertquc and place together dentes their teeth in 
corpore on his bod}'. Jam already loca places de- 
simt are wanting vidneribus for wounds : ille he, ge- 
mit groans, hahetque and has sonum a sound, etsi 
although non not hominis of a man, tarnen yet quern 
such as cervus a stag non possit is not able edere to 
utter, replelque and he fills juga nota the known 
hills mcestis eiuerelis with sorrowful complaints; ei 
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lufjpiex aaci suppliant genibus positis with tuces 
placed [on the ground], similisque and like ruganti 
to one entreating, circumfert he moves round tacilos 
vultus liis silent looks tanquarn as [he would have 
done] saa hraclAa his arms. At but comites his com¬ 
panions ignari ignorant [wlio he was] instigant uvj^c 
on rapidum agmeri the fierce pack solitis hortatibus 
with the usual exhortations, /iculisque and wdlh their 
eyes quarunt seek Aettsona Actaeon : et and certatim 
emulously clamant shout Aetmona Actseon velui 
as if ahsentem absent. Illc he refert turns back 
papiit his head ad nomen at the name ; ut when 
qtwruntur they complain ohesse that ho is absent, 
nec capere and does not enjoy, segnem being slothful, 
spectacula the siglit preedm oblatce of the ofifered 
booty. Vellet quidem he would w'ish indeed abesse 
to be absent, sed but adest he is present, velletqiic 
and w'ould wish videre to see, non not etiam sentire 
to feel a\siO fera facta the fierce doings canuni suo- 
rum of his own dogs. Cireumstant tliey stand round 
iindlque on all sides, mersiique rostris and having 
plunged tlieir jaws in corpore in his body, dilacet'unt 
they tear in pieces dominum tlicir lord sid) imagine 
under the form/a&i cerci of a pretended stag: nec 
nor ira is tlie anger pbaretratce JJkints of the q[ui- 
vered Diana fertur reported satiata as having been 
satisfied nisi exceptyi'nito uita when his life had been 
ended per plurima vulna'a by numerous wounds. 

253. Rumor report cst is in amhiguo in doubt 
aliis to some dea the goddess visa cst seemed vialcn- 
tior more violent cequo than right: alii others lau- 
dant praise it vocantqiie and call her dignam worthy 
of severa virginitaie stern virginity. Utmque pars 
cither party invenit finds caiisas reasons. Sola alone 
envjiLV the'wife Jovis of Jupiter non tarn eloquilur 
does not so much speak out culpetne whether she 
blames prohetne or approves, quarn as gaudet she re¬ 
joices clade in the disaster domusol the house ducim 
derived ab Agenore from Agenor ; et and iransfert 
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transfers odium tlie hatred collectum conceived a 
Tyria pellice from the Tyrian harlot in socios upon 
the sliarers generis of his race. Eccelo, causa recens 
a fresh cause suhit succeeds priori to the former, 
doletquc and she grieves Seinelen that Semele esse is 
gravidam pregnant de semine from the seed magni 
Juris oi great Jove: turn solvit s\\e then loses lin- 
guam her tongue ad junjia for invectives. “ Quid 
enhn for how profeci have I profited,” inquit said 
s\\e,“toties so oftenby: invectives? Iq>sa 
she herself est petenda must be assailed mihi by me : 
perdam I will slay ipsam herself, si if rite truly vocur 
I am called maxima Juna great Juno ; si if docet it 
befits me me tenere to hold gemmantia scepira the 
gemmed sceptre dextra in my right liand; si if sum 
I am regina a queen Jovisque and of Jupiter et both 
sorur sister et conjux and wife: cei'te at all events 
soror his sister. At but, puto 1 believe, est she is 
contenta content fiirto with her theft, et and injuria 
the wrong thalaminostri of my chamber est isbrevis 
slight. Concipit she conceives; id that deerat was 
wanting \fertquc and bears rnanifesta crraiinu mani¬ 
fest causes of accusation pkno utero in her full 
womb ; et aud, quod a thing which vix searooly con- 
tigit has happened mihi uni to me alone, vult wishes 
fieri to become mater a mother de dove by Jupiter: 
tanta so great cst is fiducia licr trust farnm in her 
beauty. Eaxo I will take care fallat that he deceive 
earn her : nec sim and may I not be Saturnia davLgh- 
tcr of Saturn, si if non penetrarit she does not find 
lierway mersa sunk ah Jove suo by her own Jupiter 
Stygios in undos to tbe Stygiau waters.” 

*373. Surgit she rises ab his after these words sulio 
from her throne, reconditaque and hm'ioA fulva nube 
in a yellow cloud adit goes to Ihnen the threshold 
Semeles of Semeio ; nec nor removit did she remove 
nuhes the clouds ante lyamn. before that sbimlavU she 
took the appearance of aram an old woman : posuit- 
que and placed cauos white hairs ad temporo on her

temples, sulcavUque and ploughed cutem her skin 
rugis with wrinkles : et tulit and carried membra her 
limbs curva bent trementi passu with a trembling 
step : fecit slie made vocem quoque her voice also 
anilem that of an old woman : fitgiie and becomes 
Beroe ipsa Beroe in fact, Epidauria nutrix the Epi- 
daurian nurse Semeles of Semele. Ergo therefore 
ubi when, captato sermone having taken [an oppor¬ 
tunity^ of] talking, loequendoque and after talking diu 
long time venere they came ad nomen to the name 
Jovis of Jupiter, suspirat she sighs et and ait says, 
“ Optem I may hope ut that sit it is Jupiter Jupiter: 
tamen however metuo I omnia all things. Multi 
many nomine under the name divorum of gods subiere 
have entered into tlicdamospudicos modest chambers. 
Nee tamen nor yet est is it satis enough esse that it 
is Jovis of Jupiter: def let him give pignus a pledge 
amoris of love, si modo if only is that est is verus 
true, quantusque and as great as ct qualis and such 
as excipAtur he is received ab alta Junone by mighty 
Juno, rngato ask tantus [that] so great talisque and 
such det he give complexus embraces tibi to thee, 
sumatque and assume sua insignia his insignia ante 
beforehand.” 

287. Talibus dictis with such words Juno Sxmofor- 
marat had prepared Cadmeida ignaram the unwit¬ 
ting danghter of Cadmus: Ula she rogat asks of 
Jovem Jupiter mimus a gift sine nomine without 
naming it. Cui to whom deus the god ait says, 
“ Elige choose ; patiere thou shalt suffer nuUam re- 
puham no refusal, quoque and in order credos thou 
mayest trust me magis the more, numina quoque let 
the deities also Stygii toii-entis of the Stygian hood 
stmto be conscia, witnesses, et and deus ille that god 
timor is the fear deorum of the gods. Semele Semele 
leeta rejoicing malo in an evil, nimiumque potens and 
too powerful, peritorag'Mfi and about to die ohsequio 
by the compliance amantis of her lover, dixit said, 
“ Da present te thyself mUii to me talem such qua- 
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lem as Satumia the Saturnian [Juno] solet is wont 
amplecti to embrace te thee quum when initis thou 
enterest mto fcBdus the union Veneris of loye.” Deus 
the god wished opprimere to check ora the 
mouth loquentis of her speaking: vox the speech pro- 
perata hastened jam already exierat had gone forth 
sub auras to the air. Ingemuit he groaned; neque enhn 
for neitlier potest can hcec she non optasse not hare 
wished for, neque nor ilh he non jurasse not have 
sworn. Ergo therefore cotuce7idiifie ascends altum 
mtbera high heaven moestissimus most sad, Iraxitque 
and drew nubila the clouds seqiientia following nutu 
at his nod; queis to which addidit he added ’^ 7 umbos 
tlio rains, fiilguraque and the lightnings ivnrdsta 
mingled ventis with the winds, et and ionitnis tin- 
thunders, et axiAfalmen the bolt inevitabile not to be 
avoided. Tentat tamen he tries, however, demtre to 
take away sibi from himself vires his strength qua 
usque as (ax as potest he is txblo ; 7iec armatur and 
does not arm himself nunc now eo igne xvitli that fire 
quo with whiolt dejeccrat he had overthrown cvnii- 
manim the hundred-handed'J yphoeus : rd- 

miwnferitatU_ there was too much ferocity in ilh in 
it. Est there is aliud fidnicn another lightning levius 
more mild, cui to which dextra the right hand Cy- 
clopinn oftlie Cyclops arfrflA't attached ininus smvUieR 
less fierceness, minusque flanmcc and less flame, mi¬ 
nus iree less anger: stipa-i the gods above vacant call 
them tela secunda the second weapons. Capit he 
takes ilia them intratque and enters domum the lioiise 
Agenoris of Agenor: corpus mortale the mortal 
body [of Semole] non tulit could not endure adherios 
tunmltus the divine e.vcitement, arsitque. and was 
burnt donis jiigalibus by those marriage gifts. In- 
fans the ba> Mhuc still impcrfectus imperfect eri- 
pitur is snatched ah alvo from the womb genetricis 
of his mother, tenerque and being tender insuitur ig 
sewn up, si if dignum it is worthy credere of belief; 
patrio femori in i;-,s father’s thigh completque aud 
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fullilg materna tempora the time of his mother[’g 
gjestation]. Matertera his maternal aunt Ino Ino 
furtim secretly eibicat brings up ilium him primis 
cunts m his early cradle; inde after that Nympho: 
Nyseides the Nyseid nymphs occuluere concealed 
datum him given to them antris suis in their caves ; 
dedereque and gave alimenta nourishment laclis of 
milk. 

316. Dumque and whilst ea those things geruntUT 
are carried on per terras over the earth lege fatali by 
the law of Me, incunabulaque and the cradlings Bac- 
chi of Bacchi his geniti twice born sunt are tuta safe; 
memorant they say Jovem that Jupiter ybr^e by 
chance diffusum steeped nectare in nectar seposuisse 
laid aside graves curas serious cares, agitasseque and 
ca,rried on remissos jocos careless jokes cum Junone 
with Juno at leisure, et and dixisse that he 
said, “ Vestra voluptas your pleasure profecto in 
truth est is major greater quam than qua that which 
contingat happens marihus to males.” Ilia sheneyat 
denies: placuit it seemed good to them qucerere to ask 
quce what sit is sententia the opinion docti Tlresla 
of the wise Tiresias: utraque Venus either enjoy¬ 
ment erat was nota known huie to him. iNam 
iovyinlayerat he had violated ictu with a stroke ba¬ 
cilli of his staff corpora the bodies duo magnorum 
serpcntum. of two great serpents coeuntia having con¬ 
nection viridi silva in a green wood, deque vh o and 
from a man, mirahile wonderful ! factus having be- 
come/e?njHaawoman, egerat had spent sqoton autum- 
nos seven autumns : octavo in the eighth again 
vidit he saw' eosdem the same; et and dixit said, “ Si 
if potentia the "powevvestrie jilagm of your stroke [of 
striking you] est is tanta so great ut mutet as to 
change sortem the condition auctoris of the author 
[of the stroke] in contraria to the contrary,/crla?/* 

I w'iU smite vos you nunc qunque now also.” Per- 
eussis iisdein anguibus when he had struck the same 
snakesyh/vna prior his former shape rediit came back, 
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rursusqite and again gerdtiva imago his masculine 
similitude. Sic igitur he therefore sumptus having 
been, chosen arbiter umpire dc litejocosa in the jocu¬ 
lar dispute, firmat confirms dicta the words Jovis of 
Jupiter. Saturnia Juno fertur is said doluisse to 
have grieved g? avhis more serioaslyjusto than right, 
nec and not pro materia in proportion to the subject: 
dam-navitque and she condemned lumina the eyes 
judicU sui of her judge mtermi node to an everlast¬ 
ing night. 

336. At but pater omnipoiers the almighty sire— 
neque enim for neither licet is it. lawful cuiquam deo 
for any god fecisse to have made irrita vain facta 
the deeds dci of [any other] god; pro lumine [in 
compensation] for the Wfot ademptn taken from him, 
dedit g&re him [the power] scire to'know futura fu¬ 
ture events lecavitque and lightened prmnam the 
punishment honore by the honour. 

339. lUe he, celeberrimus most celebratedyhmft in 
fame per Aonias urbes throughout the Aonian cities, 
dabat was gWm^popuh to the -geofio petenti asking 
him responsa answers irreprehcnsa that were not 
found fault with.Primu tliefirst sumpsit [who] un¬ 
dertook tentamina the trials Jide of his truth vocis- 
que and of his voice rata held in estimation, cairula 
Liriope [was] the caerulean Liriope; quam whom 
Cephisus the Cephisus quondam formerly implicuit 
enfolded cwrvo flumine in his winding stream, tulit- 
que and offered vim violence clauses to her enclosed 
in midis suis in his waters. Pidcherrima the beau¬ 
tiful [dam-sel] plena utero from her full womb enixa 
est gave birth to iefantem an infant qui which Jam 
nunc already now posset might amari be loved,' vo- 
catque and calls him Narcissum Narcissus. De quo 
about whom consultus having been consulted an whe¬ 
ther esset visurus he was doomed to see lone/a tem- 
porat\\e long space matur eBsenectee of a ripe old age, 
votes fatidicus the prophetic seer inquit said, “ Si if 
at»w viderit he shall never see se himself.” Vox the 
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ying augurh of tlie augur visa est seemed diu for 
a long time vana vain : exitzis tlie. event, resque and 
the fact gemtsque and the nature leli of his death 
nnvitasq'iw and the novelty furoris of his madness 
prohat proves illam it. Jamque and now Cephisius 
the [son] of Cephisus addideral had added unum 
annum one year ad ter quinns to three times five, po- 
teratque and might videri be looked upon puer as a 
boy juvenuque and a youth; imdii juvencs many 
youths, midia; pueUm many girls cv.piere desired ilium 
him ; sed but mperbia pride erat was turn dira so 
fierce in tenera. fontta in his tender form : nidli ju- 
venes no youths, 7ndl(epnell<joxio girls tetigere touched 
ilium him. 

356. Vocalis Nyniphe a vocal nymph resmahilis 
Echo the resounding Echo, quai who didicit has 
learnt ncc neither rehccre to hold her tongue loquenti 
to one who speaks ncc nor ipsahexieMloquito speak 
prior first, aspicit beholds hunc him agitantem dri¬ 
ving trepidos ce.rvos the trembling stags in retiamto 
his nets. Echo Echo erat v!s& adhuc still corpus a 
body, non vox not a voice, ct tamen and yet garrula 
being lociiiacious lududiat she bad non alium 'tisum wo 
other use oris of her mouth quam. than nunc hahet 
she now has ; ut so that^jes-wt she could re.dikregpto^ 
back verba novissima the last words de multis out of 
many. Juno iiuwo fecerat had done hoc this, qma 
becau.se, quiim when posset she was able sccjoe often 
deprendere to catch nymphos the Nymphs in monte 
on the mountain jacentes lying cum Jove suo with 
her [liusband ] Jupiter, ilia she prudens ow purpose 
ienchat kept deam the goddess longo sermone in a 
long talk dum until nympho: the wjrw'fE fugerent 
fled” Postqiiam when Saturma Juao sensit perceived 
it, ait she said, “ Paroa potestas little power hujiis 
lingiicB over this tongue, qua by which sum delusa 
I have been deluded, dr.bitur shall be given tibi to 
thee, ^'l evisshnusque usus ajvd a very brier use vocis 
of thy voice : firmatque and she confirms minas her 
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threats re by fact. Tammi yet /iffic sbe ingerninai 
doubles voces the words in fine at the end loquendi 
of speaking, reportatque and brings back verha the 
words audita which she has heard. 

370. Ergo therefore ubi when vidit she saw Nar- 
cissum. Narcissus vagantem wandering per devia lus¬ 
tra through the devious thickets et and incaluit was 
inflamed [with love for him], sequitur she follows 
vestigia his steps secretly, quoque magis and 

the more sequitur she follows, calescit she burns 
flamma propriore with a nearer flame : non aliter no 
otherwise quam than quum when vivacia sulfura 
living sulphur circumlita smeared round summis 
twdis the tops of torches rapiunt seizes on flammam 
the flame admotam that is applied to them. O oh! 
quoties how often voluit did she wish accedere to 
approach blandis dictis wdth bland words et and arf- 
Mbcre to make use of moUes preces soft entreaties ; 
natura nature repugnat resists, nec sinit and does not 
permit incipiat that she should begin: sed but, {quod 
what sinit she permits) ilia she parata est is pre¬ 
pared expectare to wait for sonos sounds, ad quos to 
which remiitat she may give back sua verba her 
words. Forte by chance puer the boy, seductus 
having been led apart ab agminefido from the faith¬ 
ful company comitum of his companions, dixerat had 
said “ Ecquis [is there] any one [who] adest is pre¬ 
sent?’’ et and Echo Echo responderat had answered, 
“ Adest is present.” Hie he stupet is astonished, 
utque and when dimisit he directed aciem his eye in 
omnes partes into all parts, clamat he cries out “ veni 
come [here] 1’’ voce jnagna with a loud voice : ilia 
she voeat calls vocantem him calling her. Bespicit 
he looks back, et and rurms again nutio veniente 
when no one came, inquit he said, “ Qpid why me 
fagis dost thou flee from me ?” et and recepit he re¬ 
ceived back totidsm verba as many verbs quot as 
dixit be spoke. Perstat he persists, et and deceptus 
deceived imaqine by the hkeness alternm vocis of the 
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alternate voice ait says, “ Hue Hther cneamus let us 
come together Echoque and Echo responsura about 
to answer libentius more willingly nulU sono to no 
sound unquam at any time, retulit answered, “ Coea- 
mus let us come together et and ipsa, herself/hnei 
favours suis verbis her own words, egressaque and 
having gone forth silv'is from the woods, ihat was 
going ut that injiceret that she might cast brachia her 
arms eollo sperato on his neck which she desired. 
Ille he fiigit flees ; fugiensque and fleeing ait says, 
“ Aufer take off mantis thy hands complexihus from 
embraces ; moriar I will die ante qiiam before that 
sit tibi thou mayst have copia the opportunity nostri 
of [embracing] me.” Ilia she retulit emswereA. nihil 
nothing nisi except “ sit tibi thou mayst have copia 
the opportunity nostri of [embracing] me.” Spreta 
despised latet she lies concealed silvis in the woods, 
protegitque and oovers qmdibunda ora her modest fea¬ 
tures frondibas with leaves, et vivit and lives ex illo 
from that time soils in antris in lonely caves. Sed 
tamen but yet amor her love haret sticks to her, 
crescitque and grows dolore by the pain repuhee of 
her repulse. Vigiles curie her W'atchful cares attenu- 
ant waste corpus miserabile her wretched body ; ma- 
ciesque and meagreness adducit contracts cutem her 
skin ; et and omnis succus all the juice corporis of her 
body abit goes off in aera to the air : vox her voice 
tantum only atque and oasa bones supersunt remain. 
Vox her voice manet remains : ferunt they say ossa 
that her bones traxisse assumed figuram the shape 
lapidis of a stone, \lnde from that time latet she 
lies concealed silvis in the woods, videturque and is 
seen in nullo monte on no mountain : auditur she is 
heard omnibus by all: est it is sonus a sound, qui 
which vivit lives in ilia in her.] 

402. Sic thus hie he [Narcissus] luserat had trifled 
with hanc her, sic thus [had he trifled with] aim 
nymphos other nymphs, ortas sprung undis from the 
waters aut or montibus the mountains ; sic thus [had 
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he trifled with] coitus virites the assemblies of the 
men ante before. Inde then aliquis some one de~ 
spectus who had been despised by him toUens raising 
maims his hands ad mthera to the sties, dixerat had 
said, "Sic in this manner, licet although iste he amet 
may love sic in this manner, non potiatur may he not 
obtam ainato \h.Q object of liis love. IlJiatnniisia 
the Khamnnsian [goddess] assensit assented 
precihus to his just prayers. 

407. Erat there was j'hjis a fountain illimis without 
mud, argentens silvery nitidis undis with clear 
waters, quern which neque pastores neither shep¬ 
herds ncque co.pellai nor she-goats pastes fed monte 
on the mountain aliudve pecus or other cattle conti- 
touched ; quem which nidla volucris no 
bird nec fera nor wild beast nec ramus nor bough 
lapms fallen ah arbore from a tree turharat had dis¬ 
turbed. _Erat there was circa round it gramen grass 
quod which proximus humor the neighbouring mois¬ 
ture edehat nourished: silvaque and a wood passurct 
that would suffer lacum tbe pool tepescere to become 
warm rxilto sole by no sun. Hie here puer the boy, 
lassua tired ct both studio by his zeal venandi in 
hunting et and mstu by the heat, procubuit lay down, 
having followed/adcmjae both the appear- 
imee loci of the place fontemque and the fountain. 

and whilst eapif he desires sedare to ap¬ 
pease sitiiTi his thirst, another thirst ci'evit 

grew upon him ; dumque and whilst Mbit he drinks, 
correptus caught imagine by the formee of his 
form viscc seen [in tbe water] amat he loves spem 
hope sine cqrpore. without a body : piUat he thinks 
esse that it is corpus a body, quod which est is umbra 
a shadow. Ipse himself adstupet is lost in amaze¬ 
ment sibi at himself; lueretque and sticks immotiis 
unmoved vultu eodem with the same countenance, ut 
as dgnum a st&twe formatum formed e Pario mar~ 
rtwre out of Parian marble. PosUus lying humi on 
the ground spectat he beholds susr lumina his own 
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eyes, geminum sidus a twin constellation, et and eri- 
nea his looks dignos w'orthy of Baccho Bacchus, dig^ 
no* worthy ct ApoUine of Apollo also; impubesque 
genas and his beardless cheeks, ei and eburnea cotta 
his ivory neck, decusque and the grace oris of his 
mouth cf and ruborem the blush mistum intermingled 
in niveo candore in snowy whiteness: miraturque 
and bo admires C2metoallthe things quibushy which 
esi he is worthy to be admired; ipse him¬ 

self imprudens without Icnowing it cupit longs for 
se himself; et and ille he qtii who probat approves 
wohatur is approved. Dumque and whilst petit he 
seeks, petitur he is sought; pariterque and at the 
same time incendit he kindles et ardet and is burnt. 
Quoties how often dedit did he give ir/Hta osciila 
vain kisses fallaci fonti to the deceitful fountain! 
quoties how often mersif did he plunge brachia his 
arms captantia grasping at collum the neck visum 
which he saw, in medias aquas into the midst of the 
waters, nec deprendit and did not catch se himself in 
illis in them! Nescit he knows not quid what videat 
ho sees ; sed but iiritiir is burnt illo by that quod 
which videt he sees: atque and idetn error the same 
error qui which decipit deceives oculos his eyes, in- 
citat incites tliem. Credule credulous [youth], quid 
why capias dost thou grasp at simulacra Jugacia 
flying images/rasira in vain? Quod, whatyietis thou 
seekest est is nusquam nowhere : avertere turn awaj’; 
perdes thou wilt lo.se quod what amas thou lovest. 
Ista that est is umbra the shadow repercassm imaginis 
of a reflected image, qunm which cernis thou seest: 
ista that habet has nil nothing sui of itself tecumque 
and with thee vcnitque it both, comes manetque and 
remains : discedat let it depart tcemn with thee, si 
if tu thou possis art able discedere to depart. Cura 
the care Cereris of [getting] bread non potest is not 
able aistrahere to draw away ilium him inde from 
thence, quietis [the care of getting] repose non ilium 
cannot [draw] him faw^ay}, sed but fusus laid in 
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opaca herha on the thick grass, spectat he looks on 
mendctcem formam the deceitful form inexpleto lumine 
with eye unsatisfied, ipseque and himself pei-it 
perishes per oculos suos through his own eyes, leva- 
tusque and having raised himself paulum a little, 
teridens stretching smi h-aclda his arms ad silvas e'er- 
curnstantes to the surrounding woods, inquit he said, 
“ lo silvcB ho ye woods, ecquis amavit did any one 
ever love critdelius mofe cruelly P Scitis enim i'ov 
you know et andjuistis have been latebra opportuna 
a favouring retreat muUis for many. Qpimn since tot 
scBCula so many ages vestree vitee of your Mie agantur 
are passing, meministis do you remetn.ber longo in cevo 
during your long life ecquem any one qui who tahu- 
eri< has pined sic tliusP Et placet he both gives 
pleasure et and video I see him, sed but iamen yet 
non invenio I cannot find quod that which videoque 
both I see pJacctque and gives me pleasure ; tantus 
eiTor so great an eri'or tenet liolds anmntem me in 
love: quoque and whereby doleam I may grieve 
magis the more ; nec neither mare ingens the vast 
sea separat separates nos us nee via nor a journey nec 
monies nor mouiitaiiis, nec mccnia nor walls clausis 
porfis with closed gates; prohihemur we are kept aloof 
exigua aqua by a little water. Ipse himself cupit 
desires tencri to be kept from mo : narn for quoties as 
often as porreximus we have ofi'ered oseula kisses 
liquidis lymplds to the clear waters, hie ho toties so 
often nititur stretches forward ad me to me resupino 
ore with upturned mouth: yiaies you would think 
posse that he could tangi be touched: quod that 
which ohstat is an impediment amanlibus to us 
lovers, est is minimum tlie smallest thing. Quisr[uis 
whoever es thou art, exi come forth hue to this 
place ; quid why fallis dost thou deceive me me, 
puer unice incomparable hoy ? quovc or whither pe- 
titus desired by mo abis dost thou go P Certe surely 
est it is nec neitheryiuvr/a mca ruy figure ncc nor aetus 
my age quam which/ityias thou shouldest avoid ; et 
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and Nyrnplm the Nymphs quoque also amarunt mt 
have loved me. Promittis thou promiaest mild to 
me nescio quam spem I know not what hope vuUu 
rniico by thy friendly countenance; quwnque and 
when ego I porrexi have held out brachia my arms 
tibi to thee, porrigis thou holdest out [thine] ultra 
spontaneously: quum when arrisi I have smiled, 
arrides thousmiiest; scepeqwque ohen ?lso notavil 
have marked tuas lacrimas thy tears me lacrimante 
when I shed tears : remittis quoque thou also ren- 
derest back signa signs rmtu at my nod; et and, 
quantum as far as suspieor I suspect motu by the 
movement/braosi oris of thy beautiful mouth, refers 
thou givest back vei-ba words non pervenientia that 
do not reach nostras auras our ears. Ego I sum am 
in te in thee, sensi I have felt it; nec nor mea imago 
does my own image fallit deceive me me. Uror I 
am burnt amove with the love mei of nwself: mo- 
veoque I both excite feroque and endureyrawmas the 
flames. Q^uid whs.t faciam am I to do ? jBoyermust 
I be solicited anne rogem or ava I to.solicit? quid 
what deindethexx rogdbo shall I solicit? Quod that 
which cupio I desire est is mecurn with me ! copia 
abundance fecit has made me me inopem poor. Oh 
oh ! utinaml wish possem I could secedere separate 
myself nostro coiporehom my hoAy—votum novum 
a novel wish in amante in a lover': vellem I would 
wish quod that what amamus I love, ahesset were 
absent. Jamque and already dolor grief admit takes 
away vires my strength, nec nor supersunt is there 
remaining langa tempora long time meae vita to my 
life, extinguorque and I am being annihilated/Jrimo 
in cevo in my first youth. Nec nor est is mors death 
gravis heavy mild on me posituro about to get rid of 
dolores my griefs morte by death. Vellem I would 
wish Me that he qui who diUgitur is loved [by me] 
esset should be diuturrdirr more long-lived : nunc now 
duo we two Concordes harmonious moriemur shall die 
M! una anima in one life.” Dixit he said, et and 
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male sanus aiok at keart rediit returned ad eandem 
faciem to the same appearance, et and turbavit dis¬ 
turbed agwas the waters lacrimis with te&vi, forma- 
que and the image reddita est was rendered obscura 
obscure moto lacu when the pool was moved. Quam 
which [image] qaum when vidisset he had seen abire 
go away, clamavit he cried out, “ Quo whither 
fleest thou? O remane oh remain, nec desere andleave 
not me me amantem thy lover crudelis cruel: Uceat 
bo it allowed me aspicere to behold quod what non est 
it is not allowed iantjere to touch, et and prmbere to 
afford alhnenta nourishment misero furori to a 
wretched madness.” Dumque and whilst dolet he 
grieves, deduxit he drew away vestem his garment 
mmma ab ora from the upper border, percussitque 
and smote nuda pectora his naked breasts palmis 
marmoreis with his marble [white] hands. Pectora 
his breasts percussa struck traxerunt assumed tenuem 
ruborem a slight redness ; non aliter in no other way 
quam than poma apples solent are wont to do, quce 
which Candida being white parte in part, rubent are 
red parte in part; aut or ut as variis racemis in va¬ 
rious clusters uva the grape nondum matura not yet 
ripe solet is wont ducere to assume purpureum colo - 
rem a purple colour. Qiub which things simul as 
soon as adspexit he beheld rursus again in unda 
liquefacta in the liquid water, non iulit he could not 
endure it ulterius any longer; sed but ut as flavce 
oeroe yellow pieces of wax solent are wont intabescere 
to melt igne levi by a light fire, matutinoeve pruince 
or the morning frosts sole tepente by the warm sun, 
sie so attenuatus made thin amove by love liquilur 
he melts et and paulatim by degrees carpitur is con¬ 
sumed cceco igni by the hidden fire. Et undjam now 
ueque neither est there is in him color his colour can- 
dore whiteness mixto being mixed rubori with red¬ 
ness ; nec nor vigor does his vigour remanet remain, 
et and vires his strength, et and qum the things which 
wodo lately visa seenplacebant gave pleasure, nec nor

corpus his body quod which Echo IStoho'qumidam for¬ 
merly amaverat had loved. Q“® who tamen never¬ 
theless, quamvis although imta angry memorque and 
mindful [of her slight] indoluit grieved ut when vidit 
she saw it; quoiiesque and as often as puer misera- 
bilis the wretched boy dixerat had said Eheu alas ! 
hcec she resonis vocibus with repeating words if.erahat 
repeated Eheu alas! Qmimque and when ille ho 
vercusserat had smitten suos lacevtos his arms mani- 
bus With his hands, hcee quoque she also reddebat gave 
back sonitum eundem the same sound plangoris of 
beating. Hme this fait was ultima vox the last 
speech spectantis of him looking in undain solitam 
into the accustomed water: “ JEEeu alas, puer boy di¬ 
lute beloved/rz(sft-a in vain !” locusque and the place 
remisit sent back totidem verba the same number of 
words ; dictoque Fitfe and farewell! having been said 
et Echo Echo also inquit said Vale farewell! 

502. Ille he siibmisU let fall fessum caput his weary 
head in he.rha viridi on the green grass ; nox night 
claudit shuts lumina his eyes mirantia wondering at 
formam the form domini of their master. Turn quo¬ 
que then also postquam when receptus est he was re¬ 
ceived sede inferna in the dwelling-place below, 
spectahat he continued to behold se himself in unda 
Stygia in the Stygian water. Sorores his sisters 
Naides the Naids planxere lamented him, et and 
posuere laid aside sectos capillos their shorn locks 
fratri in honour of their brother. Et Eryades the 
Dryads also planxere lamented him; Echo Echo 
assonat gives oMsyfetplangentilms to them lamenting. 
Junique and aove parahant they were making ready 
rntjuni the funeral pile quassasque faces and the 
waved toeclics ferelrumcqne and the bier : corqms the 
body crut was nusquam nowhere: inveniunt they 
find" pro corpure instead of the body croeeum Jiorem 
a saffron flower, medium standing in the midst foUis 
alhis with while leaves cingeiitibas surrounding it. 

•511. iti-s the circumstance engnita having become 
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known per Acliaiclas urbes tlirougli tlie cities of 
Aelaaia, attulerat had brought meritam famam de¬ 
served fame vail to the prophet; nomenque and the 
name augiiris of the augur erat was ingens great. 
Echionides the sou of Bchion tamen however Pen- 
theus Pentheus unm alone ex omnibus of all, contemp- 
ior a despiser Superum of the gods above, spernit 
despises hunc him ; ridetque and laughs at prmsaga 
verba the prophetic words senis of the old man, obji- 
citque and puts forth against him [casts in his teeth] 
tenehrcLs his darkness et and cladem the loss liicis of 
his sight ademptce that had been taken from him. 
llle he movens moving tempora his temples albentia 
white canis with grey hairs, ait said, “ Quam felix 
how happy esses wouldst thou be si if tu quoque thou 
also fiei-es shouldst become orlnis deprived Iiujus U- 
minis of this light, ne vuleres so that thou shouldst 
not see Bacckia sacra the rites of Bacchus ! Diesque 
and the Axj jam aderit will soon be at hand, augu- 
rorque and I foretell esse that it \s,jam already huud 
procul not far ofi', qua on which novus the new [god] 
Liber Bacchus, proles Serneleia offspring of Semele, 
vcniat is to come hue hither. Q,uem whom, nisi unless 
dignatus fiiei'is thou shalt deem worthy honore the 
honour temphriirn of temples, spargers thou shalt be 
scattered lacer torn millc locis in a thousand places ; 
et and feedabis thou shalt defile sanguine with thy 
blood silvas the woods matremque tuam and thy mo¬ 
ther, sororesque and the sisters niatris of thy mother. 
Bvenient they shall come to pass, neque enim for 
neither dignabere wilt thou deem worthy nurnen the 
deity honore of honour ; qaererUsque and thou shalt 
complain me that I vidisse have seen nimium too 
much sub his tenebris beneath this darkness.” Natus 
Echione the sou of Bchion proturhat puts to the rout 
dicentem him saying talia such words. Fides belief 
sequitur follows dicta his words, responsaque and the 
oracle.s vatls of the seer agunlur are enacted. Liber 
Bacchus adest is at hand, agrique. and the fields Jrs- 
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munt resound festis ululatibus with festive shouts. 
Turha a multitude ruunt rush forth, mistceque and 
mingled viris with men matresque both mothers nu- 
Yuaque and brides, vulgusque and the common people, 
proceresque and chieftainsare borne along 
ignota ad sacra to unknown rites. 

531. “ Quis furor what phrensy, anguigenm ye 
sons of the serpent, proles Mavortia offspring of 
Mars, altonuit lias stricken mentes vestras your 
minds?” ait says Peutheus Pentheus ; “ csrane do 
the brazen [trumpets] repuha reverberating are on 
brass, et and tihia the pipe adunco cornu of bent 
horn et magicce fraudes and the frauds of magic tan- 
tum valent avail so much, ut that fceminece voces the 
voices of women el imania and madness mota ex¬ 
cited vino by wine ohsccenique grcges and foul mobs, 
et inania tympana and cymbals that have nothing in 
them vincant overcome qnos those whom non ensis 
belUger neither the warlike sword, non tuha nor the 
trumpet, non agmina nor bands strictis telis with 
drawn swords terruerint have frightened P Mirerne 
should I wonder at vos you, senes old men, qui who 
vecii having been carried longa per cequora over a 
long sea, posuislis have placed Tyron Tyre haP sede 
in this dwelling-place, liac in this profugos Penates 
your wandering Penates, nunc [but] now sinitis are 
sufi'ering them capi to be taken sine Marie without a 
battle ? Vosne or you, O juvenes oh young men, atas 
a time of life aerior more energetic propiorqiie and 
nearer mea to my own, quos whom decehat it be¬ 
hoved tenere to hold arma arms non tliyrsos not 
thyrsuses, tegique and to be covered gaUa with an 
helmet non not fronde a bough. Este be memores 
mindful, preeor I beseech you, qua stirpe from what 
race creaii sitis you are begotten: sumiteque and 
take to yourselves animos the spirits iVxus serpentis 
of that serpent, qui which unus single perdidit de¬ 
stroyed muUos many ; ilk he interiit died^ro fonti- 
Inu for his fountains lacuque and his pool: at bat 
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VOS je vmcite Gonqner pro Juma vestra for jrour re¬ 
putation. lUe he dedit gave leto to death fortes 
brave men, vos you pellite drive away molles these 
effeminates, et and revocate reeal patrium decus your 
paternal glory.

Essemus we should be miseri wretched sine crimine 
without a crime ; sorsque and our lot foret would be 
querenda to be complained of non not celanda to be 
concealed, lacrimceqite and our tears carerent would 
be without pudore shame. At but nunc now Thebm 
Thebes capientur will be captured apuero inermi by 
an unarmed boy : quern whom neqiie neither betta 
wars nec tela nor weapons, nec iisus nor the use 
equorurn of horses_/Mranif delight, sed but crinis the 
hair madidus wet myrt'ha with myrrh, moUesque cor- 
ronm and soft chaplets, pmpuraque and purple et 
qunim and gold intextmn woven into pwtis vesti- 
hus coloured garments. Ofiem quidem whom indeed 
ego I actutum forthwith (modo only vos do ye absis- 
tite stand aloof) cogam will compelyateri to confess 
assiimptum patrem his pretended father commentaque 
sacra and his pretended ceremonies. An est is there 
satis animi enough courage Acrisio in Acrisius con- 
temnere to despise vanum numen the vain deity, et 
and claudere to shut ArgoUcas portas the gates of 
Argos venienti against him coming ? advena shall the 
stranger terrebit frighten Penthea Penthens cum 
totis Thebis with the whole of '1 hebes ? Ite go citi 
quickly imperat he commands hoc this famulis to 
his attendants; “ ite attrahiteque and draw/me 
hither ducem the leader vinctum bound ; mora segrds 
let slow delay abesto be absentywsszs from my com¬ 
mands.” Hunc him amis his grandfather, hunc him 
Aihamas A.tha.m&s, huncinva. emtera ticrba the rest 
of the crowd suorum of his friends corripiunt ehas- 
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tise dictis with words, Idborantque and toil frustra 
in vain inhibere to restrain him. Rabies his fury est 
is acrior fiercer admonitu by admonition, retentaque 
and being oheeted irritatur is irritated et crescit and 
increases : remoraminaqiie ipsa and the very delays 
noceibant did harm. Sic thus ego vidi I have seen 
torrerdem a torrent, qiui where nil nothing obstabat 
was an hindrance eurdi to it going, decurrere run 
down lenius smoothly et and modico strcpitu with 
moderate noise: at but quacunque wherever tra- 
besque logs obstructaque saxa and piled .stones te- 
nebant held it in, ihat it went spumeus Coaming et 
fervens and boiling et stevior and fiercer ab objice 
from the barrier.

when traderet he delivered to me artem his art, dixit 
he said, “ Accipe receive opes the riches quas which 
habeo I have, successor the successor et hceres and 
heirs/wdii of my pursuit:” moriensque and ijing ille 
he reliquit left nihil nothing mihi to me prcet'er aquas 
except the waters : possum I am able appellare to call 
hoc this unum atone pate.rnum paternal [property].

Uhi when noxthe 
night consumpta est was spent, Aurora Aurora cape- 
rat had begun primum first ruhesccre to redden : ex- 
surgo I rise, admoneoque and I admonish them inferre 
to bring on board laiices recentes fresh water, mon-

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to lead ad undos to the waters. Ipse myself pros-

sic so CBther the heaven ictus smitten longis idulatibus 
with long cries [of women] inovit roused Venthea 
Peniheus, et ira and his anger reca,ndidt blazed 
fortli again audito clangore at hearing the noise.

tram that the anger Icesi numinis of the offended 
aeity Jore would bo savam fierce. Matresque both 
nidtroiis ntcrusque and brides parent obey, reponuiit- 
que and lay aside telas their webs, calatfiosque and 
baskeU, pensaque and tasks infeeta undone; dantqve 
and ofaer thura frankincense, vocantqiie and invoke 
Bacchum'Bacchus, Bromiumqite and Bromius, Lym.

nor movit did she move se herself hu7no from the 
ground ; tantum spedabat she only looked upon ora

Quee who percurrens running 
through stamina the threads stantis telce of the stand¬ 
ing web rculio with shuttle, dixit said, “Tocco I pass 
in silence amores vulgatos the well-known loves pas- 
toris Idtei of the Idsean shepherd Daphnidis Daph- 
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nis, quern wkom Nymplie the Hymph, ira in anger 
vellicU at the harlot, coniulit changed in saxum into 
a stone: tantuS dohr suoli great grief urit burns 
amaraies lovers. iVec nor loquov Aa \ tell lit how 
quondam foYmer\j, jure novato by the renewed jirivi- 
lege natural of nature, Scj/thon Seython fuerit was 
amhigiais doubtful, worfoatoue time ?«Va man, modo 
at one timea woman. Pratereo I pass over te 
quoque thee also, Celmi Celmis, nunc now adamas 
adamant, quondam formerly fidissime most faithful 
parvo Jovi to the little Jupiter, Curetasque and the 
Curetes satos engendered largo ab imbri from abun¬ 
dant rain, et Crocon and Crocos versum changedCM?re 
Smilace with Smilax, in parvos flares into little 
flowers ; teneboque and I will hold [captive] animos 
your minds dulei novitate with sweet novelty. 

385. Disdte learn u7ide from what cause Salmacis 
Salmacis sit is infamis notorious ; quare why undis 
with its wators./drtites strong male for evil enervct 
she unnerves remolliatque and emasculates artas 
the limbs taetos touched by it; causa the cause latet 
lies hid; vis the power fontis of tiro fountain est is 
notissima very well known. Nmdes the Naiads emi- 
trivere brought up Idaeis sub antris under the caves 
of Ida puerum the boy natum horn Mercurio to Mer¬ 
cury diva Cythereide from the Cylherean goddess. 
Cujus facies whose face erat w'as [one] in qua in 
■which'materque both mother paterque and father 
possent could cognosci be recognized : traxit quoque 
he drew also nomr.n his name ab illis from them. 
Quum when is he primum first fecit completed tria 
quinquennia three spaces of five years ; deseruit he 
deserted monies pafrios his paternal mountains, Ida- 
que relieta and having left Ida altriceHis. nurse yaa- 
debat rejoiced errare to wmiider ignotis locls in un¬ 
known places, videre to see ignota flumina unknown 
rivers, studio his zeal mirmeiite lessening laborem the 
labour, llle he etiam also adit goes to Lycias urbes 
the Lycian cities, Carasque and the Carians propin- 
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quos borderingij'ci® on Lycia: videt he sees hie here 
slagnum a pool lymphte of water lueentis shining 
usque even ad imum solum to the soil beneath. Illic 
there non [vras] not ganna palustris marshy reed, 
nee steriles ulva nor unfruitful weeds, nec junci nor 
rushes acuta cuspide with sharp top. Liquor the 
water est is perspimius transparent: tamen yet ultima 
the extremities cinguntur are fringed vivo cespite 
with fresh turf herhisque and with herbs semper vi- 
rentibus always flourishing.

Ilia she siirnit takes nec weiiM-orjacutum the 
javelin nec nor pictas pharetras painted quivers : nec 
nor miscet unites sua otia her leisure cum duris vena- 
lihus with hardy huntings: sed but modo at one 
tinie perlidt she laves formosos artus her beautiful 
Wmhsfonte suo in her own fountain, smpe often de- 
ducit she draws out crineslrcr \ock.s pectine Cytoriaco 
with her Cytoriau comb, et and consulit consults 
undas the waters spectatas looked into quid [to see] 
what deceat becomes se herself. Nunc now circum- 
data having wrapped herself corpus as to her body, 
perlucenti amicitu with a transparent garment incu- 
hat she reposeS aut either mollibus folUs on soft leaves 
aut or mollibus herlris on soft herbs. Smpe often 
legit she gathers flores flowers : et and tunc qiioque 
then a\so forte by chance legebat she was gathering 
them quum when vidit she saw puerum the boy ; op- 
tavitque and wished habere to have visum him seep.

Nee nor mora is there delay ; captus captivated 
temperie by the temperature hlandanm aquarum of 
the gentle waters pnnit he lays aside mollia velamina 
the soft coverings de tenero eorpnre from his tender 
body. Turn vern but then Sahnacis Salmacis obstu- 
puii was astounded, exarsitque and burnt cupidine. 
with desire nudee formes of his naked form : lumina 
the eyes also nymphes of the nymph flagrant burn 
non aliler in no other way quam than quum when 
Pheebus tiie sun nitidissimus most, beautiful pwro orJe 
with his bright orb referitur is reflected opposita 
imagine by tiie interposed image speciili of a mirror. 
Paiiturque and she suffers moram delay vix noth 
difficulty; jam already differt she puts off sua gua- 
dia her joys vix with difficulty : jam already cupit 
she desires amplecti to embrace him; jam already 
amens out of her wits continet she restrains se herself 
male badly. Ills he velox nimble, applauso enrpore 
having smacked his body cavis palmis with his [lol- 
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low palms, desilit leaps down in latices into the water, 
ducensque and drawing hraeJda Ills arms alterna one 
after the other, tramlueet is transparent in aqids liqaidh 
in the clear waters, ut si as if qubs any one tegat covers 
ehurnea s'ujna ivory figures, vel or Candida lilia fair 
lilies vitro claro with clear glass. “ Vicimus we have
